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JOYCE E. MASON 


In 1951 Joyce Mason came as a young bride to Pelham. She fell in 
love with the town and townspeople and chose to call Pelham home. 
Here, Joyce and her husband, Bert, raised four wonderful and 
supportive children - Bruce, Brian, Marlene and Jennifer. These 
children have blessed Joyce seven more times by producing seven 
grandchildren. 


After staying at home to raise her children, Joyce began working in 
1972 as a dispatcher for the Pelham Police Department. For ten years 
she worked along side Dot Hardy and Glennie Edwards responding to 
emergency and not so dire phone calls to the police station. Ralph 
Boutwell was the chief of police when she joined the police staff. 
When she left ten years later William Collis was serving as chief. 


The Honorable J. Albert Lynch asked Joyce in 1982 to replace the 
retiring Ed Hartz as clerk of the Pelham Municipal Court. Little did 
she know back then when she accepted the position that she and Judge 
Lynch would retire from court service in the same year - 1992. 


While serving as the clerk of the court she was well known for 
comforting, clarifying and directing those who were confused or lost 
in the court system. Many a wayward youth was given an extra bit of 
“motherly wisdom" about how to avoid trouble or why it was important 
to pay court fines on time. Joyce never sought recognition or glory 
beyond the sense of self-satisfaction coming from "just doing the job 
she got paid for as well as she could." According to current judge, 
Michael E. Jones, few have performed her tasks with as much 
understanding, compassion and good will. 


Joyce Mason was much more than a dedicated Pelham public servant for 
the last twenty years. She has been a friend to many of us. Her 
deeds and achievements as mother, town employee and even supervisor 
of the voter checklist have left a lasting impression on the town. 
Pelham is a better place in 1992 all because a young bride in 1951 
decided to call this town home.

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SELECTMEN'S REPORT 
ay2 


The Selectmen, again in 1992, had many accomplishements as a 
result of meeting the many important goals that they set as 
priorities early in the year. Most of these goals have been 
completely realized or are near completion at this time. One of 
the priorities established was to initiate and complete a 
computer study to establish the needs of all Town departments for 
comprehesive computerization. The funding for this study was 
provided through the 1992 Town Meeting. Upon completion of the 
study, it was determined that an appropriation would be requested 
at the 1993 Town Meeting in the amount of $30,000.00 to put in 
place the recommendations outlined by the study. Last year we 
were fortunate to have funds remaining in our budget to purchase 
a new computer system for our accounting department which will 
have the capabilitiy of providing our payroll service ‘in house’. 
This service will save the Town thousands of dollars in outside 
payroll vendor fees which was the method used previously. 


Another goal which is now on the drawing board is compliance 
with the ADA (American Disabilities Act) federal regulations in 
Town buildings. As part of our 1993 Town Meeting request the 
Selectmen have in place a plan to have ADA rest room facilities 
constructed at the Town Hall. 


Another priority which the Selectmen have attempted to 
address is enforcement of the building codes and prosecution of 
code violations. This year the Selectmen have taken a new 
initieative and authorized and encouraged the Planning Director 
to bring litigation against the more blatant offenders. Several 
Superior Court cases have been brought froth in 1992 by the Town 
of which one has already been decided in the Town's favor. 


Several Town committees have been eliminated since they are 
no longer functional. The charge of all present committees have 
been reviewed and redefined as needed. The Selectmen have taken 
a more active participation in reviewing cable issues and have 
worked in concert with the Cable Coordinator in the common 
effort. One major Cable function is the establishment of 
contract negotiations for a new cable contract to begin in early 
1994. The Selectmen have authorized the contracting of legal 
services of highly recommended attorney who specializes in cable 
television issues. 


Along with the above previously set priorities, the Town 
again participated in the utiltization of the pre-release work 
program through the Hillsborough County House of Correction. 
Many thousands of dollars were saved in 1992 through the 
utiltization of the various talents and capable efforts of the 
work crews. Some of the major projects were renovation of the 
Recreation Department offices and conference room and the 


completion of renovations in the Selectmen's Office includin 
installation of a new stairway. This stairway now provides the 
required access to restroom facilities for those using the first 
level. It also provides interior access from the Selectmen's 
Office to the storage areas, Cable Department, and Police and 
Fire Fitness rooms. All major capital expenditures authorized at 
1992 Town Meeting have been completed and at a lower price than 
originally anticipated because of our successful bid process and 
also the efforts through research and innovation of our 
Department Heads. Other completed captial expenditures are the 
purchase of the Skid Steer Loader at the Incinerator/Recycling 
Facilitiy, the vinylsiding on Town Hall and the major renovations 


at the Public Library. 


Another cost savings priority which was finally implemented 
this year was the streamlining of the Central Purchasing System. 
The Town can expect to save hundreds if not thousands of dollars 
a year in the purchase of office and janitorial supplies. A new 
system that effects 90% of our purchasing through the State of 
New Hampshire Supply Warehouse has been implemented. 


Many general procedures involving budget preparation, human 
relations, human resources and constituent responsiveness have 
also been addressed by the Board. Finally, the best news of 1992 
is that the Board of Selectmen through the cooperation of the 
Town employees and especially the Town's Department Heads have 
again ended the year with a surplus. This means that money that 
had been appropriated towards the operation of the Town in 1992, 
will be returned to the General Fund and will defray your taxes 
that are set in October 1993.

ARTICLE 1 "Are you in favor of amending Section 307-4-B, 
of the Zoning Ordinance to clarify the setback distances for 
garages, sheds and deck."

Pursuant to the above named statute, this Petition to Amend 
Zoning Ordinance is submitted to the Pelham Board of Selectmen, 
which Board shall forward the Petition to the Pelham Planning 
Board.

Currier, of Pelham, New Hampshire, as their agent and 
representative to submit the Petition to the Board of Selectmen 
and the Pelham Planning Board pursuant to RSA 675:4.

Amend Article III, Section 307-12, by adding a new subsection, 
307-12, C., Planned Residential Development, to read as follows: 


Planned Residential Development 


A. Purpose. The purposes of Planned Residential 
Development Zoning are: To permit residential developments which 
better accommodate the typography and physical characteristics of 
Parcels of land; to preserve and protect the rural nature of 
Pelham; to provide and permit a variety of types of residential 
developments in Pelham; to promote affordable housing for the 
residents of Pelham; to ease the financial burdens on the 
taxpayers of Pelham by encouraging and promoting developments 
which place the costs of a development, its street, utilities and 
recreation areas, on the residents of the development; to provide 
permanent open and recreational spaces within each planned 

residential development; and to encourage ingenuity and 
innovation in residential development. 


B. PRD. A Planned Residential Development is a residential 
development on a single tract of land, following the criteria and 
Standards set forth herein, with the roads, utilities and 
recreational areas of the development financially supported by 
the residents of the PRD, and with permanent open and 
recreational space provided within each PRD. 


SeeeWerinitions...For the purposes of this.section the 
following definitions shall apply: 


: 1. Bedroom; Any room of a dwelling unit not 
\specifically identified as a kitchen, bathroom, dining room, 
‘living room, hallway or garage. 

2. Town Accepted and Approved Street: A public highway 
as defined in RSA 229:1 which is maintained by the Town of 
Pelham.

3. Dwelling Unit: A residential unit with rooms for 
Sleeping, living, food preparation and sanitary facilities 
arranged for the use of one or more individuals living together 
as a family and as a Single housekeeping unit. 


4. Open Space and Recreation Areas: Open space for 
each planned residential development shall be not less than 
twenty (20%) percent of the total area of the development. 


D. Minimum Criteria. A pianned residential development 
shall meet the following criteria: 


1. *It shall’ be located in the Residentian piscrict. 


2. It shall consist solely of residential dwelling 
units. 


3... ‘It shall be situated on a traceron ceacce co. NOL 
less than ten (10) contiguous acres which may be in Single or 
consolidated ownership. 


4. It shall have a minimum of two hundred (200') feet 
of frontage on a town accepted and approved street. 


5. If public water is not available, fire ponds shall 
be required for a PRD with eighty (80) or more bedrooms. 


6. It shall be serviced by septic systems (individual 
or multiple) approved by the State of New Hampshire, Water Supply 
and Pollution Control Commission (WSPC) or by private waste water 
treatment systems approved by the WSPC and applicable state 
agencies. 


7. No mobile homes shall be placed or located, 
permanently or temporarily, within a PRD. 


8. No dwelling unit or other structures shall be placed 
closer than thirty (30') feet to the PRD perimeter property 
lines. 


E. General Provisions. 


l. Density. For each bedroom in a PRD there shall be 
seven thousand five hundred (7500) square feet of area, after 
excluding from the total acreage in the PRD tract land classified 
as wetlands under this ordinance, within the 100 year flood 
plain, and where the slope exceeds twenty-five (25%) percent. 

Five thousand square feet (5000) per bedroom is allowable if the 
PRD is served by public water. 


2. Setbacks. The setback requirements of Article II, 
Section 307-4 are not applicable in a PRD if individual lots are 
utilized. If individual lots are used, the residence shall be 
Situated such as to allow the owner Shei CRORE area within his

lot to add a garage, a porch or deck, or an addition. If 
buildings are placed on sites rather than lots, the documents 
creating the association or regulating the land shall permit 
individual owners to add a garage, a porch or deck or an 
addition. 


3. Frontage: Lot Size. The requirements of Article 
II, Sections 307-5 and 307-6.A., B. & C. for frontage and lot 
sizes for residential uses are not applicable in a PRD. 


4. Open Space and Recreation Areas. Open space and 
recreational areas shall be created and set aside with the 
following objectives: 


(a) Having a reasonable part Suitable to support 
active recreation uses. 


(b) The preservation of significant landscape 
features, such as natural ponds, mature tree 
growth, areas of uncommon vegetation, stone 
walls, and outstanding views, for example. 


(c) The location, variety and accessibility of 
the open space and recreational areas shall 
consider the type and character of the PRD 
and the location of the PRD within the 
community. 


The area which is set aSide as Open Space and Recreation 
Areas in each PRD shall be for the benefit of the residents of 
the PRD and/or the general public and shall be permanently 
restricted for open space, recreation and conservation uSes. 


This protection shall be afforded by appropriate notations 
on the approved plans; by recreation and conservation easements; 
Or restrictions in the documentation creating the association, 
such as to guarantee the following: 


(a) The continued use of Such land for the 
intended purposes; 


(b) The continued maintenance of those portions 
of the open space and recreation areas 
requiring maintenance; 


(c) The continued availability of funds required 
for such maintenance; and 


(d) That the interest of an owner in the PRD in 
the Open Space and Recreation Areas be 
automatically transferred to a purchaser upon 
the conveyance of title of the individual 
residential unit or lot.

The area adjacent to the perimeter 
property line provided in D.8. shall be a buffer area to separate 
abutting homes and properties from the PRD. When this buffer 
area consists of natural woodland, no more than 50% of the basal 
area at diameter breast height (dbh) shall be removed from the 
area when thinning or aesthetic improvements are undertaken. If 
the buffer area consists of natural vegetation (such as open 
fields or meadows) no alteration of the natural vegetation shall 
occur without authorization of the Planning Board during the 
approval process. In cases where the buffer area will be 
disturbed during the development process, a landscaping and 
planting plan to provide adequate buffering between the PRD and 
adjacent properties shall be submitted to and approved by the 
Planning Board as part of the PRD approval. 


F. Association. As part of its approval the Planning Board 
Shall insure that the developer creates, by appropriate 
documentation, an association of unit or lot owners which shall 
have the legal responsibility to maintain and operate all 
streets, common areas, common utilities, and other amenities in 
the PRD, to the end that no expenses relative thereto shall be 
paid or borne by the Town of Pelham. 


G. Non-Residential Uses. The only nonresidential uses 
permitted in a PRD shall be residential accessory uses; indoor or 
outdoor recreation facilities; open space and recreation areas; 
and a sales office for the sale of property in the PRD while it 
is being developed. 


H. Administrative. 


1. Application. Application and submittal procedures 
for a PRD shall be the same as those required under the Pelham 
Planning Board's Land Subdivision Regulations and such 
regulations as the Planning Board may adopt for PRD's, provided, 
however, that the Planning Board may waive those parts of the 
Land Subdivision Regulations which are inconsistent with this 
Ordinance or in the judgment of the Planning Board inapplicable

2. Review Standards. Consistent with the Land 
Subdivision Regulations and any regulations adopted for PRD's, 
the Planning Board shall review each PRD proposal to insure that:

CONTROL AND CONTAINMENT OF 
HAZARDOUS MATERIALS 


Section I. Authority: This ordinance is enacted under the 
Sueno rs ty OL RSA: 31539, RSA’ 41211, 
Pepe a) :17-5VisandsRSA*154-< 


Section II. Purpose: 


To provide for the control and containment of hazardous 
Materials after accident or discharge. The purpose of the 
Ordinance is not to impose upon the Town, or any of its officers 
and agents, any obligation to secure or remove any hazardous 
material from the Town once safe containment of the material is 
made; and that nothing in the ordinance is intended to relieve 
any Owner or person in possession of hazardous material of any 
obligation imposed by State or Federal law; and specifically, 
that nothing in the ordinance shall be deemed to permit the 
possession, storage, or use of hazardous materials, except in 
conformance with all State, Federal, or Local laws. 


Section III. Application: 


This ordinance shall apply to all incidents involving 
hazardous waste or hazardous mat@rials within the boundaries of 
the Town of Pelham, and to all persons who may possess such 
materials found within the Town except as prevailing State or 
Federal laws or regulations may take precedence and control over 
any such incident or person. (See RSA 146-A; RSA 147: and RSA 
265:115-118 for examples of such prevailing State law at the time 
this ordinance is adopted.) 


Section IV. Definitions: 


For the purposes of this ordinance, the following 
‘definitions apply. 


| A. Hazardous Materials. Those substances or materials in 

‘such quantity and form which may pose an unreasonable risk to 

health and Safety Or property, which may include, but are not 

limited to, explosives, radioactive materials, etiologic agents, 

flammable liquids and solids, combustible liquids or solids, 
poisons, oxidizing or corrosive materials, and compressed gases 
which are listed by the Materials Transportation Bureau of the 

United States Department of Transportation in Title 49 of the 

Code of Federal Regulations, and any amendment thereto.

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B. Person. Any individual, corporation, partnership, 
trust, OC mener wledal encicy. 


C. User. Any person who manufactures or transports, or 
owns, uses, handles, stores, or has the legal authority to 
control hazardous materials, specifically including their 
officers, directors, employees, and agents. 





D. Responsible Party. Any individual, partnership 
corporation, association, trust or other entity partially or 
solely responsible for the release of any hazardous material 
within the Town. 


E. Cleanup. The management, control, containment, 
recovery, removal or neutralization of any released hazardous 
material for the purpose of promoting or protecting public health 
on. Sake ty. 


Section Vez, DutyatotReport: 


Any person who causes or has knowledge of any discharge 
or release of hazardous materials from their safe container, in 
any manner which poses an actual or potential threat to people, 
animals, wildlife, vegetation, property, or the environment, 
shall immediately report the incident to the Pelham Fire 
Department. 


Section VI. Cleanup: 


The user or transporter of a hazardous material which 
is intentionally or accidentally discharged or released within 
the Town shall, in addition to reporting the accident as required 
by Section V, take immediate action to cause the discharge or 
release to be cleaned up in an environmentally safe and 
scientifically sound manner, and to restore the site and the 
Surrounding environment. 


Section VII. Intentional Discharge or Release: 


The intentional discharge or release of a hazardous 
material within the Town of Pelham is strictly prohibited. 


Section VIII. Cost Recovery. 


A. Upon the completion of any cleanup in which Town 
employees participated, all costs of the cleanup shall be 
itemized by each Town department involved, including the Fire 
Department. Such costs shall include, but are not limited to, 
the cost of cleaning, repair, restoration or replacement of any 
town material or equipment used in the cleanup, the costs of any 
illness or injury Sustained by any employee who participated in 
the cleanup and the costs of all contracted services utilized in 
the cleanup. 
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B. Upon receipt of these itemizations (including its own), 
but in no event later than sixty (60) days from the date of the 
release, the Fire Department shall bill the full cost of the 
cleanup to the responsible party or parties. The bill shall 
include a description of costs incurred. Bills for less than the 
full amount of these costs shall be allowed, provided that the 
responsible party is advised of the reason therefore and the 
approximate date by which it can expect to receive a complete 
DLil. 


C. Each responsible party shall be jointly and severally 
liabie to the Town for the costs of the cleanup for which they 
are responsible. Such costs may be collected by any lawful means 
including, but not limited to, appropriate court proceedings. 

All funds received from responsible parties shall be forwarded to 
the Finance Officer for deposit in the Town treasury. 


D. Any and all costs recovered from a responsible party 
Shall be separate from and in addition to any penalty that may be 
assessed for any violation of any provision of this article. 


Section IX. Penalties: 


A. Any person who fails to report, as required by Section 
V, shall be assessed a civil forfeiture not to exceed one 
thousand dollars ($1,000.00). Each 24-hour period that the 
incident is not reported shall constitute a separate violation. 


B. Any person who intentionally discharges or releases, or 
causes another to discharge or release any hazardous materials 
from their safe container, in any manner which poses an actual or 
potential threat to people, animals, wildlife, vegetation, 
property, or the environment, shall be assessed a civil 
forfeiture not to exceed one thousand dollars ($1,000.00). 


C. Any person who fails to take the action required by 
Section VI shall be assessed a civil forfeiture not to exceed one 
thousand dollars ($1,000.00). Each 24-hour period that a person 
fails to take action to cause the discharge or release of a 
hazardous material to be cleaned up, shall constitute a separate 
violation. 


Section X. "Remedy Not Exculsive: nothing in this ordinance 
Shall be construed to limit any other remedy the Town may have to 
collect from a responsible party the cost of control and 
containment of hazardous materials incidents."

NOTES TO THE FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 


DECEMBER 31, 1991 


NOTE 1 - SUMMARY OF SIGNIFICANT ACCOUNTING POLICIES 


The Town of Pelham, New Hampshire was incorporated in 1746 and operates under 
a Selectmen form of government. 


The financial statements of the Town have been prepared in conformity with 
generally accepted accounting principles (GAAP) as applied to the governmental 
units. The Governmental Accounting Standards Board (GASB) is the accepted 
standard-setting body for establishing governmental accounting and financial 
reporting principles. The more significant of the government's accounting 
policies are described below. 


A. Governmental Reporting Entity 


For financial reporting purposes, in conformity with the National Council 
on Governmental Accounting Statement Number 3, "Defining the Governmental 
Reporting Entity," the Town of Pelham includes all funds, account groups, 
agencies, boards, commissions and authorities that are controlled by or 
dependent on the Town's executive or legislative branches. Control by or 
dependence on the Town is determined on the basis of budget adoption, 
taxing authority, outstanding debt secured by revenues or general 
obligations of the Town, obligation of the Town to finance any deficits 
that may occur, or receipt of significant subsidies from the Town. 


The following organization is not part of the Town and is excluded from 
the accompanying financial report: 


Pelham School District 
B. Basis of Presentation 


The accounts of the Town are organized on the basis of funds or account 
groups, each of which is considered a separate accounting entity. The 
operations of each fund are accounted for with a separate set of self- 
balancing accounts that comprise its assets, liabilities, fund equity, 
revenues, and expenditures/expenses, as appropriate. Governmental 
resources are allocated to and accounted for in individual funds based 
upon the purposes for which they are to be spent and the means by which 
spending activities are controlled. The various funds are grouped by 
type in the financial statements. The following fund types and account 
groups are used by the Town: 


GOVERNMENTAL FUND TYPES 


Governmental Funds are those through which most governmental functions of 
the Town are financed. The acquisition, use and balances of the Town's 
expendable financial resources, and the related liabilities are accounted 
for through governmental funds. The measurement focus is upon 
determination of changes in financial position, rather than upon net

income determination. The following are the Town's Governmental Fund 
Types: 


General Fund - The General Fund is the general operating fund of the 
Town. All general tax revenues and other receipts that are not allocated 
by law or contractual agreement to another fund are accounted for in this 
fund. From the fund are paid the general operating expenditures, the 
fixed charges, and the capital improvement costs that are not paid 
through other funds. 


Special Revenue Funds - Special Revenue Funds are used to account for the 
proceeds of specific revenue sources (other than expendable trust or 
major capital projects) requiring separate accounting because of legal or 
regulatory provisions or administrative action. Included in this fund 
type are the Conservation Commission, Public Library, and Muldoon Park 
Grant Funds. 


FIDUCIARY FUND TYPES 


Fiduciary Funds include Expendable Trust, Nonexpendable Trust and Agency 
Funds. The measurement focus of the Expendable Trust Funds is the same 
as of governmental funds. Nonexpendable Trust Funds are accounted for on 
a flow of economic resources measurement focus. With this measurement 
focus, emphasis is placed on the determination of net income, financial 
position and changes in financial position. Agency Funds are purely 
custodial (assets equal liabilities) and thus do not involve measurement 
of results of operations. 


Trust and Agency Funds - Trust and Agency Funds are used to account for 
the assets held in trust or as an agent for others by the Town. The 
following funds are included in this fund type: 


Nonexpendable Trust Funds 
Town Trusts 


Expendable Trust Funds

required to be capitalized at historical cost in a General Fixed Asset 
Group of Accounts for accountability purposes. In accordance with the 
practices followed by most other municipal entities in the State, the 
Town does not maintain a record of its general fixed assets and, 
accordingly, a statement of general fixed assets, required by generally 
accepted accounting principles, is not included in this financial report. 


General Long-Term Debt Account Group - This group of accounts is 
established to account for all long-term debt of the Town. 


TOTAL COLUMNS (MEMORANDUM ONLY) ON COMBINED STATEMENTS 


Amounts in the "Totals (Memorandum Only)" columns in the combined 
financial statement line items of the fund types and account groups are 
presented for analytical purposes only. The summation includes fund 
types and account groups that use different bases of accounting, includes 
interfund transactions that have not been eliminated and the caption 
“amounts to be provided", which is not an asset in the usual sense. 
Consequently, amounts shown in the "Totals (Memorandum Only)" columns are 
not comparable to a consolidation and do not represent the total 
resources available or total revenues and expenditures/expenses of the 
Town. 


COMPARATIVE DATA 


Comparative total data for the prior year have been presented in the 
accompanying financial statements in order to provide an understanding of 
changes in the government's financial position and operations. However, 
comparative data have not been presented in all statements, because their 
inclusion would make certain statements unduly complex and difficult to 
understand. 


Basis of Accounting 


The accounts of the Governmental, Expendable Trust, and Agency Funds are 
Maintained and reported on the modified accrual basis of accounting. 
Under the modified accrual basis of accounting, revenues are recognized 
when susceptible to accrual (i.e., when they become both measurable and 
available). "Measurable" means the amount of the transaction can be 
determined, and “available” means collectible within the current period 
or soon enough thereafter to be used to pay liabilities of the current 
period. Application of the “susceptibility to accrual" criteria requires 
judgement, consideration of the materiality of the item in question, and 
due regard for the practicality’ of accrual, as well as consistency in 
application. Those revenues susceptible to accrual are taxes, 
intergovernmental revenues, charges for services and interest revenue. 
Licenses and permits and most other local source revenues are not 
susceptible to accrual, because generally they are not measurable until 
received in cash. Expenditures are recorded when the related fund 
liability is incurred. Accumulated unpaid vacation and sick pay, and 
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DECEMBER 31, 1991 


principal and interest on general long-term debt, are recorded as fund 
liabilities when due. All Nonexpendable Trust Funds are accounted for 
using the accrual basis of accounting. Under this method, revenues are 
recorded when earned and expenses are recorded at the time liabilities 
are incurred. 


Budgetary Accounting 
General Budget Policies 


General governmental revenues and expenditures accounted for in budgetary 
funds are controlled by a formal integrated budgetary accounting system 
in accordance with various legal requirements which govern the Town's 
operations. At its annual meeting, the Town adopts a budget for the 
current year in accordance with local ordinances for the General Fund. 
This budget is adopted on a basis consistent with generally accepted 
accounting principles. 


The budget is used by the Department of Revenue Administration each fall 
to set the tax rate for the municipality. Management may transfer 
appropriations between operating categories as they deem necessary. All 
annual appropriations lapse at year-end unless encumbered. Expenditures 
May not legally exceed budgeted appropriations in total. 


State Statutes require balanced budgets, but provide for the use of 
beginning General Fund unreserved fund balance to achieve that end. In 
1991, the beginning General Fund balance was applied as follows:

Encumbrances 


Encumbrance accounting, under which purchase orders, contracts, and 
continuing appropriations (certain projects and specific items not fully 
expended at year end) are recognized, is employed in the governmental 
funds. Encumbrances are not the equivalent of expenditures and are 
therefore reported as part of the fund balance at December 31 and are 
carried forward to supplement appropriations of the subsequent year. 


Assets, Liabilities and Fund Equity 
ue Cash and Equivalents 


State Statutes authorize the Town to invest excess funds in the 
custody of the Treasurer in obligations of the United States 
Government, in savings bank deposits of banks incorporated under the 
laws of the State of New Hampshire, in certificates of deposit of 
banks incorporated under the laws of the State of New Hampshire, or 
in national banks located within this State or the State of

Massachusetts. These financial statements report investments in 
certificates of deposit and savings bank deposits under the caption 
Cash and Equivalents. 


Investments 


Investments are stated at cost or, in the case of donated 
investments, at the market value on the date of bequest or receipt. 


Receivables 


Revenues for the most part are recorded when received, except for 
the following items for which receivables have been recorded: 


a. 


Tax revenue is recorded when a warrant for collection is con- 
mitted to the Tax Collector. However, any taxes on properties 
involved in bankruptcy as of December 31, 1991 have been 
reserved. These taxes total $33,883. 


The National Council on Governmental Accounting, Interpretation 
3, referring to property tax revenue recognition, requires 
disclosure if property taxes receivable, which are to be 
collected beyond a period of 60 days subsequent to year's end, 
are recognized on the balance sheet and not reserved. In 
accordance with the practice followed by other municipal 
entities in the State of New Hampshire, the Town of Pelham 
annually recognizes all taxes receivable at the end of the 
fiscal year unless reserved as explained above and below. 


The Town believes that the application of NCGA Interpretation 
3, which would result in a decrease in the undesignated General 
Fund unreserved fund balance, would give a misleading 
impression of the Town's ability to meet its current and future 
obligations. On December 7, 1984, the Governmental Accounting 
Standards Board (GASB), in response to a related inquiry, gave 
justification for this deviation from the generally accepted 
60-day rule on revenue recognition, concluding that the 
circumstances relating to the payment of school tax liabilities 
in New Hampshire were unusual and therefore justified a period 
of greater than sixty days. This practice is consistent with 
the previous year. 


As prescribed by law, the Tax Collector places a lien on 
properties for all uncollected property taxes in the following 
year after taxes are due. The lien on these properties has 
priority over other liens and accrues interest at 18% per 
annun. 


If property is not redeemed within the two-year redemption 
period, the property is tax-deeded to the Town.

A receivable for such liens is recognized with a reserve 
representing those taxes on properties involved in bankruptcy 
as explained above. Additionally, an amount of $50,000 is 
reserved to allow for future abatements, refunds or tax 
deedings of the current receivables. 


eff Interest on investments is recorded as revenue in the year 
earned. 


on Certain grants received from other governments require that 
eligible expenditures be made in order to earn the grant. 
Revenue for these grants is recorded for the period in which 
eligible expenditures are made. 


d. Various service charges are recorded as revenue for the period 
when service was provided. The receivables for such services 
are shown on the balance sheet net of an allowance for 
estimated uncollectibles. 


Interfund Receivables and Payables 


During the course of normal operations, the Town has numerous 
transactions between funds, including expenditures and transfers of 
resources to provide services and fund capital outlay. The 
accompanying governmental and fiduciary fund financial statements 
reflect such transactions as transfers. To the extent that certain 
transactions have not been paid or received as of December 31, 
balances of interfund amounts receivable or payable have been 
recorded. 


Inventories 


Inventory in the General Fund consists of fuel held for consumption. 
The inventory is stated at lower of cost or market, with cost 
determined by the first-in, first-out method. 


Long-Term Liabilities 


All governmental funds and expendable trust funds are accounted for 
on a spending or "financial flow" measurement focus. This means 
that only current assets and current liabilities are generally 
included on their balance sheets. Their reported fund balance (net 
current assets) is considered a measure of "available spendable 
resources". Governmental fund operating statements present 
increases (revenues and other financing sources) and decreases 
(expenditures and other uses) in net current assets. Accordingly, 
they are said to present a summary of sources and uses of available 
spendable resources during a period.

General obligation bonds and other forms of long-term debt supported 
by general revenues are obligations of the Town as a whole. 
Accordingly, such unmatured obligations of the Town are accounted 
for in the General Long-Term Debt Group of Accounts. 


fe Fund Equity 


The portion of fund balance which has been legally segregated for a 
specific future use, or which indicates that a portion is not 
appropriable for expenditures, is shown as reserved. The following 
reserves were used by the Town during the year: 


Reserved for Endowments - represents the balance of Nonexpendable 
Trust Funds of which the principal must be held for investment and 
for which only the income may be expended for specific purposes. 


Reserved for Encumbrances - is used to account for open purchase 
orders, contracts and other commitments at year end for which goods 
and services have not been received. 


Reserved for Special Purposes - is used to account for unencumbered 
balance of restricted funds. These include the uncommitted balances 
of bond proceeds, grant revenues and the Town's Expendable Trust 
Funds. 


Revenues, Expenditures and Expenses 


Substantially all governmental fund revenues are accrued except for 
miscellaneous fees, permits, fines and charges for services which are 
reported on the cash basis in the General Fund. Property taxes are 
reflected on the modified accrual basis of accounting as explained above. 


Leave Pay 


Support staff and non-union employees are covered under earned time. 
Earned time is an alternative manner of covering absence for vacation, 
personal days, sick leave and military leave. Earned time is granted in 
varying amounts based on length of service. Estimated value of earned 
time is $134,328. 


Union employees may accumulate up to 120 days sick leave at a rate of 1 
1/4 working days per month. Vacation is granted in varying amounts based 
on length of service. Vacation pay accumulation does not exceed a normal 
year's allowance. The value of accumulated sick leave has not been 
determined.

Deficit Fund Balance - Muldoon Park Grant Fund 


The Muldoon Park Grant Fund has a fund deficit of $663 at December 31, 1991. 
Management intends to fund this deficit out of future operations. 


NOTE 3 - ASSETS 


A. 


Cash and Investments 


At year end, the carrying amount of the Town's cash deposits is 
$3,557,446 and the bank balance is $3,448,204. Of the bank balance, 
$744,939 was covered by Federal depository insurance, and $2,703,265 was 
uninsured. 


The Town is further authorized to invest Trust Funds, except Capital 
Reserve Funds, in obligations of political subdivisions and stocks and 
bonds that are legal for investment by New Hampshire savings banks. 
Capital Reserve Funds must be kept separate and not intermingled with 
other Trust Funds. Capital Reserve Funds may be invested only in savings 
bank deposits of New Hampshire banks, or in United States or State of New 
Hampshire bonds or notes. 


The Town's investments are categorized as to risk assumed at year end.

Category 1 Includes investments that are insured or registered, for 
which the securities are held by the Town or its agent in the 
Town's name. 


Category 2 Includes uninsured and unregistered investments, for which 
the securities are held by the broker or agent in the Town's 
name. 


Category 3 Includes uninsured and unregistered investments, for which 
the securities are held by the broker or agent, but not in 
the Town's name. 


All of the Town's investments are under the management of Pelham 


Bank and Trust, who is the agent for the Town's Trustees of Trust 
Funds. 
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Property Taxes 


The property tax year is from April 1 to March 31 and all property taxes 
are assessed on the inventory taken in April of that year. 


The Town subscribes to the semi-annual method of tax collection as 
provided for by RSA 76:15-a. Under this method, tax bills are sent on or 
around May 1 and November 1 of each year, with interest accruing at a 
rate of 12% on bills outstanding for more than thirty days. 


The May 1 billing is considered an estimate only and is one half of the 
previous year's tax billing. The remaining balance of taxes due is 
billed in the fall after the State Department of Revenue Administration 
has calculated and approved the Town's tax rate for the fiscal year. 


Annually, the New Hampshire Department of Revenue Administration, in 
conjunction with the Town, establishes and raises through taxation an 
amount for abatements and refunds of property and resident taxes, known 
as overlay. This amount is reported as a reduction in tax revenue and is 
adjusted by management for any tax reserves at year end. The property 
taxes collected by the Town include taxes levied for the Pelham School 
District and Hillsborough County, which are remitted to these govern- 
mental units as required by law. The ultimate responsibility for the 
collection of taxes rests with the Town.

Defined Benefit Pension Plan 


The Town of Pelham participates in the New Hampshire Retirement System, a 
cost-sharing multiple-employer public employee retirement system. This 
system is a defined benefit contributory retirement plan, administered by 
the State of New Hampshire, which covers substantially all employees of 
the State and participating political subdivisions, and the teaching and 
protessional staff of the public school system. The payroll for Town 
employees covered by the system for the year ended December 31, 1991 was 
$722,661; the Town's total payroll was $1,753,646. 


The New Hampshire Retirement System provides retirement, disability and 
death benefits according to predetermined formulae. All full-time 
employees are eligible to participate in the system. 


Covered employees are required by State Statute to contribute 9.3% of 
their salary to the plan. The Town is required by the same statute to 
contribute a percentage of the employee's salary, based on an actuarial 
valuation of the entire State plan performed June 30, 1987. These con- 
tributions represented 6.82% for police and 8.40% for firemen through 
June 30, 1991. From July 1, 1991, the Town's contribution rates were 
5.36% for police and 5.35% for firemen. The contribution requirements 
for the year ended December 31, 1991 were $112,433, which consisted of 
$45,225 from the Town and $67,208 from employees. 


The “pension benefit obligation" is a standardized disclosure measure of 
the present value of pension benefits, adjusted for the effects of 
projected salary increases and step-rate benefits, estimated to be 
payable in the future as a result of employee service to date. The 
measure, which is the actuarial present value of credited projected 
benefits, is intended to help users assess the system's funding status on 
a going-concern basis, assess progress made in accumulating sufficient 
assets to pay benefits when due, and make comparisons among retirement 
systems and employers. The State retirement system does not make 
separate measurements of assets and pension benefit obligations for 
individual employers. According to plan administrators, the pension 
benefit obligation at June 30, 1990 for the system as a whole, determined 
through an actuarial valuation performed as of that date, was 
$1,471,877,286. The system's net assets available for benefits on June 
30, 1990 (as reported in the Plan's Audited Annual Report dated February 
25, 1991) were at $1,245,744,548. No more recent figures are available 
at this time. The percentage that the Town has in relation to the entire 
plan cannot be determined. Nor is 10-year historical trend information 
required by GASB 5 available for individual employees. See page 34 of 
the above-referenced Annual Report.

CABLE TELEVISION DEPARTMENT 


This past May, PTV has been ‘on the air' for four years. We 
Started very timidly with the bulletin board, one word per 
screen-page, to stretch the messages out. Four years later we 
have forty-five (45) screen-pages full, with reservations for 
space backed up for two weeks. PTV schedules up to nineteen (19) 
hours of new programming on channel 52 every week and usually two 
(2) to eight (8) hours of LIVE programming on channel 51 each 
week. We have added morning programming on Mondays and just 
recently Thursday morning programs. All meetings which take 
place at Town Hall are now broadcast LIVE. 


Our major interference problems have been greatly reduced 
and the quality of our audio is much better for our meetings. We 
are moving ahead with technology but we are still, as always, run 
on the work of volunteers. Without our volunteers, there would 
be no programs and no PTV. My heartfelt thanks goes out to all 
those who gave their time and energy to the Town in this manner 
an 1992. 


The Department of Revenue Administration has restructured 
the process for funding the Cable Department. The new way is 
much more straight forward and understandable. Five (5) percent 
of the gross revenues received from the Town's cable subscribers 
via their monthly cable bills, is given back to the Town and half 
of that figure or two and a half (2 1/2) percent, is used 
specifically to maintain and operate the Town's cable studio and 
functions related to that end. This money has been presented in 
the form of the Cable TV Budget to the Budget Committee for the 
year 1993. This.money can not be appropriated for any other 
purpose by contractural agreement between the Town and the cable 
Operator. If not appropriated to the cable budget, this money 
should be returned to the cable operator. It is interesting 
however, that according to the DRA, after the end of the fiscal 
year, December 3lst, if there is any money remaining unused in 
the cable budget, the unexpended money will be put into the 
general fund to offset taxes because at that time, after the year 
has lapsed, the money "looses its' identity", as so called ‘cable 
money’. While money appropriated in a warrant article, which has 
been the practice with cable operations funding in the past, can 
be carried over from year to year and would remain ‘cable money', 


_ Money appropriated in the budget format does not. So the Town 


—_—_— 


Can eventually get direct tax relief from any unexpended funds 
even from the portion of franchise fees paid for public access, 
But only after the entire amount of the fee has been accepted by 
the Town and appropriated to the cable budget and only after the 
fiscal year ends. 


Due to the economic climate, the Cable Television Department 


Will not be requesting additional money in warrant article form 
Out of the second two and a half percent (2 1/2%) received by the

Town, for 1993. Even though there are a number of projects we 
would like to pursue, an automatic playback system, a permanent 
two camera system at Town Hall, plus an edit system for the 
schools, and even though we would not ask for more funding than 
the franchise fees, we feel this is not the time to ask for 
additions.

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CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


Tne Conservation Commission members responsibly and 
voluntarily continue to promote environmental awareness and 
concern for sound land use planning as empowered by State law to: 


1. Protect and encourage proper use of natural resources 
including our local water shed and aquifer; 


2. Research local land and water areas; 


3. Index open space and wetland areas and provide a plan for the 
proper use and development of these areas. 


In 1992, the Conservation Commission worked hard with 
commitment to maintain and preserve the environmental standards 
crucial to the quality of our health and well-being as citizens 
living in the Town of Pelham. Commission members continue to 
conduct on-site field reviews for State Dredge and Fill Permit 
applications providing assessment of flora, fauna, soils, 
wetlands/water and other environmental impacts development might 
bring. For the sixteenth consecutive year, coliform bacteria 
test sampling of svecific ponds and brooks across town was 
conducted througn the summer months. All counts remained within 
State Water Quality Standards for coliform bact2ria count. 


In concert with other town boards, the commission continues 
to contribute and support the ongoing update of the Town Master 
Plan, the bringing to fruition a viable management plan for the 
Peabody Town Forest, and the final siting of an environmentally 
sound design/plan for the storage of town road salt. The 1992 
Town Meeting specified that the construction of a salt bin for 
road salt was to be done off of the Town Aquifer. Additionally 
by an overwhelming margin, the people of the Town voted down any 
attempts to weaken the laws protecting the drinking water of the 
Town. 


The long term approach to the protection of Pelham's natural 
resources rests with all of us through education. Commission 
members continue to work with the Pelham schools to teach the 
value of wetlands, the monitoring of aquifer and air quality 
protection, and wildlife and soils conservation. 


It is essential to our health and well being that 
development be positive, purposeful, and a controlled orderly 
process with full consideration given to the protection Of our 
invaluable, irreplaceable natural resources. One only needs to 
read some of the 1992 news reports about the environmental 
nightmare facing the peoples of the former Soviet Union, to 
realize that good sound environmental laws that are enforced are 
a must for the continuation of our society. A great deal of 
voluntary time and effort is expended by the few members of the 
Conservation Commission to ensure the present quality of our 
lives in Pelham as we know it.

District was formally established in October of 1992. This 
‘district includes the towns of, Londonderry, Derry, Windham, 
Fethes Hudson, East Derry, Chester, Atkinson, Hampstead and 
C€lham. The purpose of this District is to prepare our 

Ommunties on a regional basis for response to Hazardous Material 
Incidents both with training and equipment. Since no single 
community can afford to fund a separate response program, if you 
Will remember a gasoline tanker incident on Route 93 in January 
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strained the resources of the entire area. This highlighted the 
need for a regional approach to a hazardous materials incident, 
each community contributes thirty five hundred dollars ($3,500. ) 
a year to fund the training and equipment purchased. 


The Town of Pelham this year has recieved training courses put on 
by the distict to bring our firefighters up to the level of 
operations. There is equipment and supplies coming to the Town 
of Pelham to assist us, not only in handling our local 
emergencies but also to assist the other towns in any of the 
large scale situations that may develop in the future. itis 
also the intent of this program in 1993/94 to include the 
purchase of three (3) trailers, these will be located throughout 
the district and stocked with petroleum spill equipment, able to 
respond anywhere in the district. It is also the District's 
intention to complete the training mandated by Federal Law for 
emergency response to Hazardous Materials incidents.

INTRODUCTION 

The Pelham Forestry Committee is pleased to submit its second 
annual report to the Citizens of Pelham. 

The Committee worked to develop an inventory of Pelham forest 
land during the last year to make it possible for any Forester 
retained by Pelham to efficiently develop his work. 

Additionally your Chairman contacted the Agricultural 
Stabilization and Conservation Service (ASCS) of the United States 
Department of Agriculture to investigate the availability of 
Federal matching funds for the task of developing a Forest 
Management Plan for Pelham's forest resources. 

He learned that this year the Agriculture Department had made 
communities ineligible to participate in this conservation program 
despite a long past tradition of community participation. The 
wording of the Congressional legislation referenced by the 
Department of Agriculture as justification for this abrupt policy 
change could easily be read to require the opposite policy. The 
question is still being pursued with the ASCS through the NH 
forestry department and the standing committee of the House on 
Resources, Recreation and Development. However a rapid correction 
of the situation is not possible. 


PELHAM FORESTER 

At this time your committee has reviewed the applications of 
several Foresters interested in assisting Pelham with the 
Management of her Forest resources. Over the past months your 
committee has corresponded with several candidates. We will 
shortly be presenting our recommendations to the Board of 
Selectmen.

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REPORT OF THE HIGHWAY AGENT - 1992 


To the Board of Selectmen and Residents of Pelham, 


The State Highway Block Grant funds were used to repave 5.05 
miles of road. The roads repaved are Coburn Road, Pulpit Rock 
Road, Old Bridge Street South, Woodbury Avenue, Gibson Drive, 
Poplar Hill Road, Ledge Road, Hobbs Road and Hayden Road. Also 
traffic safety lines were painted on these roads as well as other 
roads. 


The funds from the warrant article for resealing was spent 
resealing the following roads; Jeremey Hill Road, Bowman Lane, 
Bush Hill Road, Plower Road, Pelham Road, Kopers Lane, Sunrise 
Drive, Maple Drive, Wellesley Drive, Wheaton Drive, Vassar Drive, 
Radcliffe Drive, Colby Drive, Livingston Road, Spaulding Hill 
Road, McGrath Road, Lincoln Street, Jefferson Street, Highland 
Avenue, Doris Avenue and Loretta Avenue. A total of 9,16 miles 
of road was resealed. 


Summer Maintenance funds were used for general maintenance 
of roads, patching, brush removal, sign replacement, repairing 
and replacing drainage systems, installing new drainage systems, 
and grading dirt roads. Also the shoulders of the repaved roads 
were gravelled. Culverts were replaced on Ledge Road, Short 
Road, Castle Hill Road, Hillcrest Lane and Bush Hill Road. New 
drainage systems were installed on Ledge Road, Short Road, Old 
Bridge Street North and Arlene Drive. 


Winter Maintenance funds were used for plowing, sanding and 
Salting, brush and tree cutting, patching, equipment maintenance 
and new equipment. The Highway Department also winter maintains 
all the parking lots and driveways at all the Town buildings 
including the three schools. Also the Highway Department plows 
and sands the Cemetery roads. 

In conclusion, I would like to extend my appreciation to the. 
entire Highway crew, full-time laborers, part-time laborers and 
the vendors, for a job well done.

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GREATER SALEM CAREGIVERS 


The Greater Salem Caregivers' Program is dedicated to providing 
Support and assistance to help people develop and/or maintain 
independence within their homes. The people that we help include 
those who have difficulty maintaining their independence because 
they are frail, elderly, handicapped, or temporarily or 
permanently disabled. It is our hope that by providing "basic" 
assistance, i.e. rides to medical appointments, weekly visits, 
grocery shopping, light housekeeping, and errands our homebound 
residents will be able to remain in their own homes as long as 
possible without having to resort to nursing home care before it 
is medically necessary. Caregivers strives to offer those 
services which no other organization is able to provide. All our 
direct services are provided by volunteers. 


In 1992 Kathi Flynn became our volunteer Coordinator for Pelham. 
The first half of the year she spent many hours laying the 
ground-work for an active Caregivers network in Pelham. Numerous 
contacts were made with Visiting Nurse Associations, Rehab 
facilities and the like to let them know what Caregivers can 
provide for their patients. Kathi built the base of Support in 
Pelham through press releases and by talking to church and civic 
Organizations about our Services and recruiting volunteers at the 
Same time. 


There are 22 Pelham residents enrolled with Caregivers for 
assistance, and another 9 were contacted for possible future 
need. There were 252 volunteer hours of direct service to Pelham 
residents. These volunteers traveled 1,399 miles with 
transportation requests, errands, etc. In addition approximately 
200 additional hours were provided by the Coordinator setting up 
the program, publicity, recruiting and meeting with the 

volunteers, taking referrals for new clients from the Visiting 
Nurse Association and Medical facilities, matching volunteers 
with those needs, and offering support and referrals to family 
members. 


By the end of 1993, we expect almost a 100% increase in Pelham 

residents being helped by Caregiver volunteers. Caregivers can 

be reached through our office at 898-2850 or through Kathi Flynn, 
'Pelham's coordinator, at 635-7556.

The Mutual Aid District is pleased to report that substantial progress 
was made in the past year to finalize the organization of a hazardous material 
mutual aid district. November 7, 1992 marked the highlight of the District; 
when, after many months of hard work by your Fire Chiefs, State Fire Marshall 
Donald Bliss officially sanctioned the by-laws and organizational structure 


of New Hampshire's first Hazardous Material Mutual Aid District. 


During the upcoming 18 months, the District plans to continue to move 
forward in attaining our goals and objectives. A few of our major objectives 
for the next few months will be to have all personnel within the district 
become certified in Hazardous Materials Awareness, Operations, Decontamination 
and the Incident Command System. Hopefully, we will also be able to conduct 
a Field Safety Officer's Program and a Hazardous Materials Technician course. 
It is anticipated that after June, 1993, the District will be able to purchase 
and equip 3 trailers with petroleum spill clean up equipment. These trailers 
will be strategically located throughout the District to facilitate a speedy 
response for this type of incident. Another goal for after June, 1993, will 
be the purchase of reference materials for each Fire Department in order 
to provide ready and proper resources for the speedy mitigation of hazardous 


materials’ incidents. 


One of the most dramatic accomplishments in the coming year will be 
the creation of the Local Emergency Planning Committee for the District. 
By the formation of this Committee, the District will be able to identify 
hazardous materials both in transit, and in use in fixed facilities; plan 
for potential release of, and plan for the response and mitigation of such 


incidences. 


In closing, I would like to take this opportunity to thank the Fire 
Chiefs of the respective Fire Departments, the elected reporesentatives of 
each, and everyone involved who contributed endless hours and effort to accom- 
plish this mission. And, most espetially, I would like to thank the citizens 
of all of the Communities for their support and forethought in allowing their 


Chiefs to initiate and cq@ntinue with this important endeavor.

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1992 ANNUAL REPORT 
NASHUA REGIONAL PLANNING COMMISSION : 


The needs of our region and its municipal jurisdictions were 
clearly reflected in NRPC's two highest priorities for 1992: the 
establishment of the regional Center for Economic Development and. 
the completion of the Nashua Area Transportation Study (NATS) | 
update. 


On the former, in tandem with the City of Nashua, local business 
leaders, the area Chamber of Commerce and our member communities, 
we committed our time and energy toward the dual objectives of 
Organizing a public/private economic partnership to benefit the 
entire region and creating a service and information center to 
assist exist.ng as well as emerging businesses. On the latter, 
after almost two years of exhaustive data collection and analysis 
plus the calibration of a sophisticated traffic model, we have 
completed a comprehensive long range transportation plan for the 
region. Recognizing the critical need to improve our highway 
network while we continue to pursue alternative modes, the NATS 
update will serve as the blueprint for investment in this 
critical aspect of our economic infrastructure. 


1992 was also a very busy year for local assistance projects in 
Pelham. Early in the year we completed the Route 38 Corridor 
Study, a comprehensive look at short and long range planning 
solutions for anticipated growth along the town's most 
Significant highway. Building upon both the information gathered 
for, and the public interest generated by, the Route 38 study, 
NRPC provided assistance to the Selectmen in investigating 
opportunities for Sewer and water system development in that part) 
of town. Perhaps the most notable achievement of the past year 
was our work with the Planning Board on the comprehensive 
revision of the Pelham Master Plan. 


A summary of our other key accomplishments for 1992; 
Data Services : 


With the arrival of the 1990 Census information, and in our role 
aS a Regional Data Center for the U.S. Bureau of the Census, we 
equipped NRPC to more quickly respond to the information needs of 
Pelham residents and businesses through the organization and 
distribution of a wide variety of data. Also, an important tool 
created this past year was the integration of all Census tract 
and block boundaries into our geographic information system to 
allow for immediate geographic referencing of all Census data.

Major Transportation Projects 


We continued to work with local, state and federal officials to 
spur the implementation of this region's most Significant highway 
projects including the Everett Turnpike widening, the 
Circumferential Highway and the Route 101A Bypass. NRPC also 
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contributed to the preparation of the environmental impact 
Statements for both the Circumferential and 101A, and we 
encouraged and coordinated public participation for the projects. 


Planning Board Training 


In addition to our annual workshop series -- in 1992 we held a 
very popular session entitled "Common Ground: Coexistence of the 
Planning Board and the Zoning Board of Adjustment" -- this past 
year we produced our first educational video, "Site Plan Review” 
The Basics". with Multiple copies available for circulation. 


Regional Historic Resources 


Recognizing the wealth of historic buildings and sites found in 
Our communities as well as the threat to their preservation, we 
completed an historic resources assessment of the region and 
produced a report that also includes local histories anda 
description of local architectural styles. 


Geographic Information System 


To enhance our capacity for computer based mapping and 
information management, we continued to invest in our G.I.S. 
through the creation of additional data layers -- including road 
networks, Surface water, traffic zones, land use, zoning, Census 
boundaries and aquifer resources. In addition, staff produced a 
new digital base map of Pelham. 


‘Traffic Count Program 


With counters at over 100 locations, we maintained a regional 
-traffic count system to provide the most accurate and current 
data to meet local, state and regional needs; and we published 
Our annual Summary report that is distributed to our member 
“communities.

In conjunction with the NH Office of Emergency Management, we 
provided assistance to Pelham and a number of other communities 
Participating in the National Flood Insurance Program including 
assessments of flood pron2 areas, reviews of current regulations 
and suggested revisions to existing ordinances.

Despite the difficult economic times, the Parks and 
Recreation programs continued to expand in 1992. Th2 growing 
trend for families is to find local opportunities fer 
recreational activities. One of the more exciting additions to 
Our program offerings is the five year old division in the fall 
soccer league. Approximately thirty five youngsters 
enthusiastically participated in this program. Another addition 
was the biddy basketball program for second graders, which 
involved twenty six children above the eighty five already 
enrolled in the instructional league. 


The Parks and Recreation Department also offered an 
after-school ski program for junior high school students. In 
1992, twenty students participated, while the enrollment has more 
than doubled for 1993. 


The parks have been the focus of improvements for 1992.

To The Board of Selectmen and Residents of the Town: 


The construction of single family homes in the town has 
picked up substantially. We have experienced the highest number 
of single family home permits issued since 1987. Coupled with 
this construction activity is the long awaited completion of 
several subdivision projects that had been sitting idle for many 
years. Our present goal is to continue this plan of having the 
developers complete their projects in a timely manner. This 
hopefully will erase what is the unfinished look of many projects 
and remove this time consuming maintenance item from our 
department. 


In the area of code enforcement, we have been attempting to 
pursue some of the more flagrant violations that occur in the 
town. This has led us through the legal system up to the 
Superior Court level. Although it is very time consuming and 
expensive for the town, this sometimes is our only avenue. We 
are continuing to take steps to try to get the code enforcement 
under control, however, it is a monumental task given the number 
of outstanding violations. The present Board of Selectmen have 
been very supportive in having the building and zoning laws of 
the town enforced. Several cases are due to arrive in the courts 
in the early soring. 


Some of the items that we are looking forward to 
accomplishing this year are bringing about stricter compliance in 
the area of the enforcement of building and zoning violations, 
working with the Board of Selectmen and Planning Board looking 
into ways to expand our business and industrial tax base.

To the Honorable Board of Selectpersons and the Town of Pelham:- 


As Library Director, I am pleased to provide you with the 1992 
Annual Report for the Pelham Public Library. 


It gives me great pleasure to say that this was another 
productive and busy year for the Pelham Public Library and very 
rewarding to serve the citizens of the town of Pelham. Our 
circulation of books increased 19% and other material circulation 
increased 21%-the biggest increase being in patron borrowing 

of videos, which are educational and recreational. 


During the year, we issued 635 new library cards to Pelham 
residents and 36 to non-residents at a fee of $20.00 per family 
per year. 


We added 450 Fiction and Non-Fiction books to our collection- 
in addition, 25 Reference books, including two sets of 
encyclopedias and twelve new "Large Print" books which have 
become increasingly popular with our patrons. 


A new service added is the availability of Federal Tax Forms, 
N.H. State Tax Forms and some Massachusetts Non-Resident Tax 
Forms. Hopefully, being able to obtain these tax forms from 
our centrally located library, made tax time less stressful 
for those taking advantage of this convenience. 


We remain active on Local and State levels also, which enables 
Ms to use the Inter-library loan network. This year, our Inter- 
library loans increased 10%. 


Throughout the year, the staff and I benefited from Work Shops 
and Conferences throughout the State. The library is very active 

in the Merri-Hill Rock Co-op Library Cooperative which also 
benefited us financially. 


The lines of Communication and Cooperation remain open with 
other Town Departments, specifically in keeping with our Pledge 
of Cooperation with the schools. 


_In March, we received $500 from the Estate of Dorice Hayes, 
which was used to purchase "Best Sellers" in memory of Mrs. 

Hayes. In October, the Children's Department received $200 from 
\Granite State Electric to purchase materials in Commemoration 
ba The 500th Year Anniversary of Christopher Columbus. 


The Children's Room of the Pelham Public Library continues to 
service youngsters of all ages. Summer program's included a 
Water Balloon Fight Fundraiser, a Read-A-Thon, a Treasure Hunt 
and a Costume Party. The library also hosted its second year 
of the "Knights of the Ring" program which has become an active 
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support group. The Knight's group raised approximately $400 

to make improvements in the Children's area by their Bake Sale, 
Water Balloon Fight and Read-A-Thon. The group has already bough 
and installed Track Lights in display areas downstairs. They 
look forward to purchasing Framed Prints for the walls and 
assisting with painting some of the shelves in the upcoming 
year. 


Other year-round programs include Story Hours for preschoolers 
and the Fantasy Adventure Club for ages ten and up which has 
expanded to twenty members. 


In September, work commenced to excavate and remodel the 
Children's Room Exit. Formerly a bulkhead , the new entrance 
affords patrons and staff more safety in the event of fire or 
emergency and also provides greater accessibility to the 
Children's Room. It also looks bright and modern and is a vastly 
much needed improvement to that area. 


A “Thank You” to Jason Hall, a senior “at the High School wha, 
again, displayed his collection of Civil War Artifacts to be 
shared with the many Civil War Buffs in Pelham and the 
neighboring communities.

"Serving Pelham's Technology Needs” 


To the Citizens of Pelham 
The Pelham Technical Staff is pleased to submit our 9th 
annual report on our activities for the year. 


TOWN COMPUTER PROJECT 

The Town of Pelham continued to use the Tandy 6000 multiuser 
computer system this year in the conduct of Town operations. Two 
such systems are in general use in Pelham. One located at the 
annex Serves both the Annex itself and the Fire Department. The 
second located in the Town Hall serves users both at Town Hall 
and at the Police Department. These systems are today more than 
ten years old and the town again this year encountered 
Significant repair expenses in the course of maintaining them. 

The major Staff focus this year was upon those tasks derived 
from Town Meeting action. Two computerization initiatives were 
approved by Town Meeting in March. The Selectmen proposal to 
fund a study by professionals of the data processing needs of 
Pelham was approved. Additionally approved was an article to 
provide computer resources to the Town Clerk/Tax Collector's 
office. 

Following Town Meeting the data processing study was placed 
Out for bid. Several well qualified consultants responded to the 
Town's request for bid. The Technical Staff assisted the 
Selectmen in reviewing the candidates qualifications and 
recommended that the Selectmen retain the services of The 
Information Systems and Research Group of Concord New Hamps ire. 
The Selectmen accepted the recommendation and retained the 
services of this consulting organization. The principals, Dr. 
Gerald Karush Ph.D. and Mr.Taewon Jin Submitted a detailed study 
report in November. 

The Staff developed a procurement specification suitable to 
obtain competitive bids for the Town Clerk/Tax Collector's 
computer hardware. Further the Staff developed information for 
the Town Clerk concerning available municipal software 
applications. Demonstrations were held of available applications 
for the Town Clerk and Staff. Four software packages were 
Studied and the experience of the existing user community was 
reviewed. The Clerk selected the software offering by Business 
Data Systeins (BDI) of Deerfield NH. This selection was Supported 
by the Staff. 

The town data processing study was completed and published 
in November. The study conclusions supported the earlier work of 
the Technical Staff on the configuration of the Town Clerk/Tax 
Collectors systems. The hardware package was placed for bid and 
the municipal software procurement was negotiated with BDI. Of 
the several bids received the low bidder was Computers Ete of 
Manchester. A careful review found their offering completely 
responsive to the specification. They were selected as the 
Successful bidder. A software procurement was negotiated with 


ee 
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' BDI. BDI is working with Computers Etc to begin installation in 
January. 


PAYROLL SYSTEM 

For many years Pelham has been receiving professional 
payroll services free of additional charge. With the changing 
economic climate the town was notified this year that this 
service would no longer be available. Th2 annual cost to the 
town of this service was identified to be $10,000.00 from an 
outside vendor. In the short term Pelham had no option but to 
retain an outside service. The Staff worked with the Accountant 
and Town Administration to develop an inexpensive in house 
solution. The payroll question was identified as a critical one 
to be addressed in the independent study. 

The study recommended that a computer be obtained for the 
Annex Similar to the one recommended for the Town Clerk/Tax 

' Collector at the Town Hall. With payroll system software 

installed P2lham's needs could be met with this in house system. 
The Staff identified that the payback period would be less than 
One year. The Selectmen acted to implement this capability on an 
emergency basis. 


SCHOOL COMPUTER AIDED DRAFTING PROJECT 

The School District meeting approved the procurement of 
Comput2r Sided Drafting resources for Pelham High School. The 
Staff assisted in this effort by writing a competitive bid 
Specification for the hardware package. This bid was awarded by 
Pelham School District to Computers Etc of Manchester NH in 
August of 1992. The student workstations with CAD software were 
installed and available for this school year. 


SCHOOL TECHNOLOGY COMMITTEE 

Two memoers of the Technical Staff served on the School 
T2chnology Committee. Mr. Paul Happ and Mr. Thomas Kirby served 
to review tne opportunities for using technology to enhance the 
educational process. The report identifying the resources needed 
and cost of a multi-year development program was submitted this 
fall. 


OTHER PROJECTS 
A member of the staff serves on the Solid Waste study 
committee. 


THE STAFF 
The Staff takes this opportunity to thank Mr.: Paul Happ for 
his many years of service to Pelham on this body. Mr. Happ has 
Changed his work and reluctantly resigned from the Staff late 
this year. All the members wish him well in his new position.

We have audited the accompanying general purpose financial statements and 
the combining and individual fund financial statements of the Pelham School 
District as of and for the year ended June 30, 1992, as listed in the table 
of contents. These financial statements are the responsibility of the 
School District's management. Our responsibility is to express an opinion 
on these financial statements based on our audit. 


We conducted our audit in accordance with generally accepted auditing 
standards. Those standards require that we plan and perform the audit to 
obtain reasonable assurance about whether the financial statements are free 
of materials misstatement. An audit includes examining, on a test basis, 
evidence supporting the amounts7~ and disclosures in the financial 
statements. An audit also includes assessing the accounting principles 
used and significant estimates made by management, as well as evaluating 
the overall financial statement presentation.

accounting principles. Also, in our opinion, the combining and individual 
fund financial statements referred to above present fairly, in all 
material respects, the financial position of each of the individual funds 
of the School District as of June 30, 1992, and the results of operations 
of such funds for the year then ended in conformity with generally accepted 
accounting principles.

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ANNUAL PELHAM SCHOOL DISTRICT MEETING 


Moderator Philip R. Currier called the 1992 annual school district meeting 
to order at Pelham Memorial School, Pelham, New Hampshire, at 7:30 p.m., 
March: 18, 1992. Approximately four hundred town residents attended. The 


meeting began with recitation of The Pledge of Allegiance to the Flag. 


Moderator Currier then called to the voters’ attention that hand-outs were 
available containing the pertinent details of the budget and Articles on 
which they would be voting. The next order of business was the 
introduction of the ladies and gentlemen seated on stage: Mrs. Nanette 
Marvel, School District Clerk; Mrs. Donna D'Arcangelo, in-coming School 
District Clerk; members of the Budget Commttee, Mr. John Lavallee, 
Chairman, Mr. Francis Howard, Vice Chairman; members of the School Board, 
Mr. James Rowe, Sr., Chairman, Mrs. Charlotte Telsey, Vice Chairman, Dr. 
Donald Hill, Mr. Richard Molloy, Mr. Duane Fox, Miss Jennifer Gallant; Mr. 
Raymond Raudonis, Superintendent of Schools; Mr. Gerald Boucher, Business 
Administrator; and Ms. Barbara Loughman, Attorney. 


Moderator Currier pointed out the presence and location of the seats for 
non-voting members of the audience to his left and directed all non-voters 
to sit in the area so designated. He cautioned them not to participate in 
the voting. He also asked the audience to smoke outside the building only 
and to consume all refreshments in the hall outside the auditorium. He 
then suggested the meeting resume on Thursday evening, March 19, at 7:30 
p.m., should more time be necessary to conclude business by a reasonable 
hour. 


The rules for debate were then reviewed. After being recognized, each 
speaker is to stand at the microphone and introduce himself by name and 
address before addressing the audience. Moderator Currier mentioned that 
he would allow a voter to speak twice on an issue after everyone else had 
had a turn to speak once. Moderator Currier then explained that the voters 
could amend a money figure on any Article orally. If a change in the 
wording on any Article was proposed, however, the amendment must be 
submitted in writing. He also stated that any voter could request a secret 
ballot by petition. Hand counts could simply be asked for. 


Moderator Currier explained to the voters that the State legislature had 
recently passed a law regarding reconsideration of any Article that has 
been adopted. A motion to "restrict reconsideration" may be moved after 
the adoption of any Article. An Article may be reconsidered if the voting 
body so moves to reconsider at a later time during the meeting. It will, 
however, be taken up at a special meeting no fewer than seven days later. 
Public notice of the meeting would be given. 


Calling for and hearing no questions, Moderator Currier began discussion on 
the Articles before the voting body. 


Article 1: 

Moved to adopt, seconded, and passed in the affirmative by voice vote to 
determine and appoint salaries for the Pelham School Board and Truant 
Officer and fix compensation of any other officials or agents of the 
Distriet. 
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Article 2: 


Moved to adopt, seconded, and passed in the affirmative to hear reports of 
Agents, Auditors, Committees, or Officers chosen and pass any vote relating 
thereto. 


Article 3: 


No action taken to choose Agents and Committees in relation to any subject 
in this Warrant. 


Article 4: 


Moved to adopt, seconded,and passed in the affirmative to see if the Pelham 
School District will accept the provisions of RSA 198:20-b providing that 
any school district at an annual meeting may adopt an article authorizing 
indefinitely, until specific recision of such authority, the school board 
to apply for, accept, and expend, without further action by the school 
district, money from a state, federal, or other governmental unit or a 
private source which becomes available during the fiscal year. 


Article 5: 


Moved to adopt, seconded, and passed in the affirmative to see if the 
Pelham School District will vote to authorize the School Board to accept 
and to expend in the name of and in behalf of the School District gifts for 
the use of the schools. 


Moderator Currier then turned to the main budget Article, Article 15. 
Article 15: 


To see what sum of money the Pelham School District will vote to raise and 
appropriate for the support of schools and for the payment of salaries for 
the School District and for statutory obligations of the district, that is, 
to see if the School District will vote to accept the School District 
Budget as prepared by the Budget Committee or to take any other action 
thereto. 


Moderator Currier read the Warrant Article and recognized Mr. Lavallee to 
explain the major provisions of the Article. Mr. Lavallee said that the 
goal of the Budget Committee was to keep the tax rate level. Mr. Lavallee 
said that approximately $2 million dollars in new real estate assessments 
and additional town revenue would allow for a minimal increase in spend- 
ing. He mentioned that there are two unknown factors that made this goal 
difficult to achieve. The first is the county tax which 1s still not known, 
and the second is the amount of raise that will be voted for union employ- 
ees. The town side of the budget is responsible for $.89 increase in the 
tax rate. 
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There are some constants in this equation. First, this year's budget figure 
does not include any raises for teachers. Last year as well, teachers took 
neither a raise nor a step-raise. Secondly, the Budget Commttee recammend- 
ed a 3.8% increase for principals and assistant principals, justified by a 
high. cost of) living, Third, the Budget Committee did not agree with the 
School Board's 5% recommended increase in electricity and utilities. The 
Budget Committee based their figure upon last year's P.U.C. decision and 
the price of fuel oil. 


The Budget Committee divided the budget into four categories: Memorial, 
Sherburne, High School and the District. The operational expense in all 
categories came to $8,172,163. compared to $7,665,868. of last year. After 
extensive deliberation, the Budget Committee finalized their recommendation 
of a total operational budget of $8,028,859., which was $143,305. less than 


the School Board budget. The supplies budget was one area to which Mr. 
Lavallee referred where the Budget Committee recommended an increase of 10% 
over last year, based on historical date. Mr. Lavallee commended the 


School Board for saving the town $60,000. in Special Needs. 


Mr. Lavallee then spoke of the Warrant Articles where some of the budget 
items were moved. Some Warrant Articles that the School District proposed 
have not been recommended by the Budget Committee, namely, bus transporta- 
tion at an additional cost of $72,453. Also, St. Patrick's allocation was 
moved to a warrant article from the operational side to protect the program 
if cuts were voted upon. 


In summary, Mr. Lavallee assured the voters that the Budget Committee 
arrived at the final operating budget after exhaustive deliberation and 
meetings with all principals and the head of the custodial staff. 


Mrs. Telsey then represented the position taken by the School Board. She 
began by accepting the Budget Committee budget recommendation of 
$8,028,859. This is a $362,991. increase over last year, 4.7%, or $1.38 
Der. ole. In 1990, the school tax rate was $28.78. In 1991, the school 
tax rate was $25.40 per $1000. for a decrease of 11.7%, If the Budget 
Committee recommendation passes, the 1992 school tax rate would be $26.78 
per $1000, or $2.00 less than in 1990, not including Warrant Articles. 


Mrs. Telsey further defended this budget by stating that 1595 students are 
currently enrolled in the school district. In 1992-1993, 1624 students are 
conservatively expected. Pelham is below the state average in per pupil 
expenditure and pupil to teacher ratio. Major increases came fram greater 
State retirement contributions, health insurance premiums, transportation, 
and unemployment compensation. 


Mrs. Telsey enumerated the cuts that have hit the district particularly 

hard and what restorations are proposed. Last year, 13.5 positions were 
lost; 5.5 will be reinstated, amounting to $154,000., or $28 ,000/position | 
including all benefits. A $298,000. increase in supplies is also included 
because of such dramatic cuts last year. A $40,469. increase in books 1s 
proposed vs. last year's book budget of $5.77 per student. A $6,415. budget 
is proposed for library books and materials, campared to no budget in 
1991-1992 at Sherburne and Memorial. These increases amount to approxim- 
ately $400,000. which is more than the budget request. This budget level 
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funds all salaries, including all administrators non-union staff, and 
teachers. Non union salary raises are included in a Warrant Article. 


Moderator Currier asked for comments, questions, and discussion. 


Mr. Greg Farris, Pinewood Circle, stood up to waive his request for a 
secret ballot vote on this Article with the consent of all petitioners. 


Mrs. Susan Rotondi, 10 Lincoln Street, was the first voter to speak on this 
Article. She spoke of her involvement with the People for Education in 
Pelham, the P.E.P. group, that she spearheaded. Mrs. Rotondi urged the 
voters to support the full amount proposed by the Budget Committee in order 
to add two new teachers to Sherburne so that class sizes would no longer be 
above thirty students, the New Hampshire standard. She indicated that 
smaller classes at the high school and greater choices would result. She 
also advocated voting for the Warrant Articles about to be presented. 


Mr. Rodney Anderson, 7 Lane Road, asked the Budget Committee whether or not 
teacher salaries would be included in this budget proposal. Mr. Lavallee 
responded that no salary raises are included in the budget. 


Dr. Donald Hill mentioned that the raises will have to be approved separ- 
ately. Mr. Anderson lamented that he may be laid off from his own job, as 
many townspeople have, and that money should not be taken for granted. 


Mrs. Susan Frazier, Jeremy Hill Road, noted that an extra $38.00 per famly 
in taxes would reduce the number of children per classroom and demonstrate 
support for the children and teachers. 


Mr. Thomas Kirby, Meadow Knoll Road, commended the School Board and the 
Budget Committee on their budget and their presentation. He submtted 
that, even with the adoption of al] the Warrant Articles, the tax levy 
would return to levels prior to 1989. 


Mr. Farris asked for clarification as to whether or not the teachers' step 
raises were included in this budget. Mrs. Telsey replied that no salary 
increases whatsoever are included. Raises will be taken up at a special 
meeting after negotiations are settled. 


Miss Stacey Ort, Lane Road, read results of a survey whereby Pelham High 
School students were questioned as to the effects the budget cuts last year 
have had on the quality of education they are receiving. She enumerated 
negative student and teacher attitudes, old textbooks, lack of supplies. 
She expressed concerns about the large number of students in classes, the 
fewer number of classes offered and the fewer number of choices. Students 
at the high school are also worried about accreditation of the high 
school. Overall, the quality of education of the high school has declined. 


Mr. Walter Sikut, Marsh Road, appealed to the teachers to keep their 
Salaries at the same level as last year until the economy improves. 


Mr. John Barrett, Lane Road, referred to a comment made by Miss Ort that 
teachers have negative attitudes. Mr. Barrett asked what the School Board 
has done to discipline these teachers. Moderator Currier cautioned Mr. 
Barrett that this was not an issue for debate. 
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Mr. Charlie Gordon, David Drive, asked what the teachers contributed to- 
wards their health insurance. Mrs. Telsey responded that in 1991-1992, 
teachers pay 14% towards their insurance, paying back $66,000. for premium 
increases. Employees of the town contribute 10% towards the same plan. 
Health insurance is still in negotiations for this year. An increase of 
20% or more is likely, and teachers will likely have to contribute a 
greater percentage next year. 


Mr. Gordon moved that the bottom-line figure in Article 15 be amended to 
$7,747,141. The motion was seconded. He proposed to decrease the budget 
$81,000. by level funding the health insurance. He explained that this 
would decrease the budget without hurting the quality of education the 
children receive. 


There was some problem found with the computation, and the amendment amount 
was changed to $7,947,141. The motion was again seconded. 


Mr. James Telsey called to defeat this amendment, because the insurance 
increase is already under contract. If the amendment passed, the $81,000. 
would have to be made up by decreasing instructional supplies. 


Mr. Michael Marcinkowski, 17 Hearthstone Road, then spoke regarding the 
events of a town meeting two years ago, when the School Board had already 
negotiated salaries with the teachers and granted them a large raise 
despite the wishes of the town. He asked if this scenario would be 
repeated this year. 


Dr. Hill pointed out that, since there would not be a contract in place, 
the town would have the authority to fund or not to fund a raise. He 
reassured the voters that the School Board would not act in opposition to 
their decision. 


Mr. Hal Lynde, Jeremy Hill Road, questioned the wisdom of asking teachers 
to pay for more than 14% of their health insurance premiums when the other 
town employees only pay 10%. 


Mr. Rowe reiterated that a contract for health insurance is already in 
place and thus can not be changed. 


Mr. Paul McLaughlin, Birch Lane, warned the voters that if they adopt this 
amendment, the discrepancy between what the town employees pay and what the 
school employees pay would demonstrate what he called "contempt" for 
teachers and would seriously impact education. Moderator Currier 
confronted him on his choice of language. 


A motion was heard to limt debate. 
Mr. Robert Gleason, Spring Street, expressed his feeling that the insurance 
issue 1S a matter that could be remedied by the Administration contracting 


with another insurance company where premiums could be lower. 


A motion to limit to debate was accepted, and the vote to adopt the amend- 
ment to Article 15 was taken. 


Amendment to Article 15 was defeated by voice vote. 
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The original wording and figure proposed by the Budget Cammittee on Article 
15 was then voted upon. 


Article 15 was adopted by voice vote to raise $8,028,859.00. 


A Motion to restrict reconsideration was heard from the floor and seconded. 
Reconsideration for Article 15 was restricted. 


Article 6: 


To see if the Pelham School District will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of Fifty-Eight Thousand Dollars ($58,000) for the purpose of repairing 
the roof section over the open concept area of the E. G. Sherburne School. 


Mr. Lavallee explained that the roof in question is twenty years old. The 
Budget Committee, before making its recommendation, inspected the roof this 
year. There have been many attempts to patch leaks, amounting to $1,320. 
last year alone. 23,000 square feet need replacement and will be put out 
to bid in a cost-effective manner. 


Mrs. Louise Korzeb, Victoria Circle, asked whether or not ventilation would 
be included in the roof repair. She expressed concern that air exchange in 
this area of the school is so poor that algae is a problem. Mr. Molloy 
said that they would take this under advisement. 


Mr. Albert Greenhalgh wanted to know if the Article would be rewritten to 
say roof "replacement" instead of roof "repair™". The response was ''No". 


Article 6 was adopted by voice vote to raise $58,000.00. 
Article 7: 


To see if the Pelham School District will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of Four Thousand Dollars ($4,000) to provide an engineering study that 
will determine the costs and feasibility of converting the present 
electrical heating system at Pelham High School to same other system. 


Mr. Frank Howard began discussion by saying that electricity to heat the 
high school costs $100,000. per year at the T-rate of $0.09 per kilowatt 
hour. It is sensible to hire a consulting firm to find out how we can 
decrease the cost of heating. 


Mr. Robert Grue, Balcom Road, added that the roof-top units could still be 
used if generators were set up to run off the heat produced by the 
incinerator. 


Mr. Robert Bourgeois, Dutton Road, mentioned that ventilation systems in 
commercial and industrial buildings is his specialty. He wondered whether 
or not the system had ever been balanced, so that it would operate effic- 
lently. To replace the electric heat would be extremely expensive. 


Mrs. Telsey replied that the system was balanced last year. She said that 


they would present the results of the feasibility study at the next annual 
meeting. The decision to act would then be up to the voters. 
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Another voter expressed concern that he had been in the high school for 
evening meetings when the heat was turned up high. He wondered why the 
heat had to be on twenty-four hours a day. 


RK contractor in the audience questioned why the town would have to pay for 
a feasibility study when heating contractors would do this research for 
free. 


Mr. Greenhalgh, Melody Lane, replied that impartiality is the most import- 
ant aspect of this study. We could not expect this from a contractor who 
wants the work. 


Article 7 was adopted by voice vote to raise $4,000.00. 
Article 8: 


To see if the Pelham School District will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of Forty Three Thousand, Eight Hundred Forty-Six Dollars ($43,846). 
Said sum of money being the amount necessary to fund salary increases and 
salary related costs for all support and administration staff for the 
school year 1992-93. 


Mr. Lavallee introduced the Article by explaining that the Budget Commttee 
did not recommend adoption of this Article because the contract for teach- 
ers is not settled and is level-funded. Last year, this group received a 
4% increase, and did not want to set a precedent. 


Mr. Rowe countered by saying that the cost of living increased 4.6%, so 
that this 3.8% increase is not excessive. This Article would grant a raise 
to the following groups of employees who are all non-union: 3 principals, 
2 vice principals, custodians, aides, including those in Special Education, 
secretaries, and lunchroom workers. He concluded by saying that we have an 
obligation to take care of this group. 


Mr. Marcinkowski felt that this vote could be delayed and taken up at the 
special meeting for the teachers' raises. 


Mr. Farris said that there should be support for families in this town, and 
that many of them went without raises over the past two years. 


Mrs. Eleanor Burton, Sherburne Road, countered with the argument that 
support staff may have received raises, but many of them had their hours 
cut, so they in fact did not get a raise in their salary. 


After a voice vote was heard, a hand-count was requested. The vote was as 
follows: 


177 yes 
262 no 
439 


Article 8 was defeated. 
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A motion was made and seconded to restrict reconsideration on Article 8. 
The motion to restrict reconsideration was adopted. 


Before break, a point of order was discussed. Father Ed Richard was dis- 
turbed that the integrity of the counters chosen was challenged because of 
their affiliation with the school district. Moderator Currier concurred 
that he would not grant a request to ask only non-members of St. Patrick's 
Church to count the Warrant Article vote, should a hand-count be 
necessary. He defended his position by arguing that impartiality could 
just as well be compromised in the opposite direction. 


Moderator Currier took the opportunity to acknowledge the efforts of Don 
Guilbeault and the custodial staff, Mrs. Robertson and her staff, the 
election staff and the supervisors that man the check lists. 


Moderator Currier repeated that a motion to restrict reconsideration meant 
that, should the voters move to reconsider a vote later in the evening, 
discussion could not be recommended for a least seven days. 


Article 9: 


To see what sum the Pelham School District will vote to raise and appropri- 
ate to fund all new cost items for the 1992-93 school year, attributable to 
the collective bargaining agreement between the Pelham School Board and the 
Pelham Education Association. 


Mr. Lavallee spoke against this Article because it contains no definite 
money figure. 


Article 9 was defeated by voice vote. 


Mr. Greenhalgh moved to restrict reconsideration on Articles 6, 7, and 9. 
The motion was seconded and adopted by voice vote. 


Article 10: 


To see if the Pelham School District will vote to create an expendable 
general fund trust under the provisions of RSA 198:20 c, to be known as the 
school buildings maintenance fund for the purpose of repairing and main- 
taining school buildings. Furthermore, to name the Pelham School Board as 
agents to expend; and to raise and appropriate the sum of Ten Thousand 
Dollars ($10,000) toward this purpose. Expending such funds may not occur 
until and unless the school board has conducted a public hearing prior to 
expenditure. 


Mr. Lavallee explained that the $10,000. contingency fund for emergencies. 
1s nmecesSaly. He stated that if this fund had been in place five years 
ago, repairs made in a timely manic: to the Sherburne School roof mght 


‘have extended its wear. 


Article 10 was adopted by voice vote to raise $10,000.00. 
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Article ll: 


To see if the Pelham School District will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of Sixteen Thousand, Six Hundred Dollars ($16,600) for the purpose of 
purchasing a new vehicle for the district maintenance program. Said new 
vehicle will replace the existing ten year old maintenance van which has 
become mechanically and structurally unsound. 


Mr. Lavallee added that the van in question is rusted out, cannot pass a 
safety inspection, and does not shift. 


Mr. Bourgeois asked if the price of a vehicle would go out for bids. Mr. 
Lavallee said that it would. 


Article 1l was adopted by voice vote to raise $16,600.00. 
Article 12: 


To see if the Pelham School District will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of Fifteen Thousand, Four Hundred Dollars ($15,400) to purchase and 
install hardware and software to implement a computer aided drafting (CAD) 
instructional system to provide Pelham students a competitive advantage in 
education in the Arts and Sciences. 


Mr. Kirby spoke for adoption of this Article; he said that it also comes 
with the recommendation of the Pelham Technical Staff. He mentioned that 
the program would benefit those students who did not have the three hours 
to go to Salem for this course, such as those who are taking a rigorous 
schedule. Plus, he stated that students who do go to Salem have no access 
to equipment for homework or to finish projects. 


Article 12 was adopted by voice vote to raise $15,400. 








To see if the Pelham School District will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of Seventy-Two Thousand, Four Hundred and Fifty Three Dollars ($72,453) 
for the purpose of transporting students. This total sum to be distribut- 
ed as follows: Pelham High School Regular Transportation ($31,453), Pelham 
High School Athletic Teams Transportation ($27,000), Salem Vocational 
Transportation ($10,000), and Memorial School Athletic Teams Transportation 
($4,000). 


Louise Korzeb amended the figure to $41,453. to include the regular trans- 
portation to Pelham High School and to Salem only. She explained that the 
intramural sports are self-supporting in other school districts. She said 
that the town should spend money where it would do the most good. She ex- 
pressed concern for safety. She said that Salem Vocational provides 
education that Pelham cannot support. She also said that extra-curricular 
1s extra. 
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Mrs. Telsey gave same of the history behind the introduction of this pro- 
posal. She said that the Budget Committee withheld their recommendation on 
a. oc 4t1e@~ vote. She mentioned that Pelham has approximately 70 miles of 
roads and some parents had to change job schedules to provide transporta- 
tion for their children. She added that Memorial School would be able to 
delay the start to the school day by about fifteen minutes. 


Mrs. Telsey then listed the present fees for athletic team transportation. 
She added that these fees did not cover the total. Their dilemma is that, 
if they increased the fees, then fewer athletes would participate, so 
revenue would probably decrease. 


Mrs. Telsey also stated the problem regarding the Salem transportation. 
This year, the School district is sharing the Special Education bus with 
the students who go to Salen. The difference in schedules, however, 
sometimes makes it difficult for the Special Education students to adhere 
to their Individual Education Plans. 


Mr. Molloy spoke in favor of funding the entire amount of the original 
Article, referring to the athletic accomplishments of two high school 
seniors, Jen Gallant and Stacey Ort. 


Mr. Davitt, 3 Keyes Hill Road, repeated that the buses are too crowded. 


Mrs. Susan Bonomo, Kennedy Drive, stated that athletes travel a minimum of 
one and a half hours to away games. Fund-raising would not be able to 
finance $19,000. The School Board will not allow private vehicles to 
provide transportation, so there is no alternate to buses. 


Mrs. Kathy Coleman, Manmoth Road, agreed that there was no way to raise 
$19,000. She said that appioximately three hundred students are invoived, 
stressing how important sports 1s to a high school. 


Mr. Dutton, 7 Blackstone Circle, spoke for the amendment. He said that it 
WaS a major inconvenience not to have adequate bus transportation. He said 
that mot providing for transportation was unsafe, especially with students 
walking on poorly plowed roads during the winter. He also mentioned that 
education was compromised when students work part-time to afford cars and 
insurance. There is a problem of liability when cars full of students are 
driving to and from school. 


Mr. Greenhalgh said he opposed the portion of the Article which dealt with 
athletic transportation. He felt that an effort to at least try to raise 
funds would have made the request more acceptable. 


Dr. Hill replied by saying that a number of fund-raising efforts were un- 
derway, and that there was tremendous competition for donations. 


Another voter who is also a bus drive: commented that this year, without 
the high school bus, the routes have doubles in time, length, and number of 
Students. Although seventy-six are scheduled to ride on her bus, the 
Capacity 1s only seventy-one. Other buses must pick up children 1f she 1s 
over-capacity. She reiterated the safety factor and inconvenience. Crowd- 
ing is responsible for double the bus infractions reported to the mddle 
school. Adding this bus would also allow Memorial School to begin fifteen 
munutes later in the morning. 
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Mr. Robert Koerner, Blueberry Circle, wanted clarification as to whether or 
not adoption of this amendment would eliminate the athletic transportation 
budget. He asked if there was a way to vote on one and then the other. 
Moderator Currier responded that he could divide the question, if agreed 
upon by the maker of the amendment. As there was no objection, Mr. Koemer 
motioned to divide the question and the motion was seconded. 


The motion to divide the question was adopted by voice vote. 
The first question of Article 13 is as follows: 


To see if the Pelham School District will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of Forty-One Thousand, Four Hundred and Fifty Three Dollars ($41,453) 
for the purpose of transporting students. This total sum to be distributed 
as follows: Pelham High School Regular Transportation ($31,453), Salem 
Vocational Transportation ($10,000). 


The first part of the division of Article 13 was 
adopted by voice vote 
to raise $41,453. 


The second question of Article 13 is as follows: 


To see if the Pelham School District will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of Thirty-One Thousand Dollars ($31,000) for the purpose of transport- 
ing students. This total sum to be distributed as follows: Pelham High 
School Athletic Teams Transportation ($27,000), and Memorial School 
Athletic Teams Transportation ($4,000). 


Mr. Lavallee expressed the Budget Committee's viewpoint that this sum was 
too high for only 16% of the student population who are directly involved. 


Mrs. Frazie: countered by saying that school is responsible for the 
physical, social and emotional well-being of many students, some of whom 
would not stay in school without sports. 


Mi. Telsey asked if any user fees would be retained if this Article 
passed. Mrs. Telsey responded in the negative. 


Mrs. Linda Koehler, Nancy Avenue, said that athletics are an important part 
of high school. The expense was due to the distaices involved. She added 
that parents are already burdened with the cost of uniforms and eguipment. 


Mrs. Pat Murphy, Bridge Street, mentioned that all the college and 
scholarship applications that she has helped her daughter: complete asked 
for involveticnt im extra-curricular activities. 


Miss Gallant, Kemnedy Drive, expressed he: feeling that the fee would turn 
even more athletes away. She listed the benefits she has gained from het 
participation in athletics. 


Mr. Fai1is argued against the allocation of this money for athletic 


transportation. He sald that tesponsible citizens must make difficuit 
decisions, eSpecially in the economy. 
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“Mr. Marcinkowski, 17 Hearthstone Road, said that the fact that Pelham 
“citizens do not respond to the fund-raising efforts of the athletic teams 
ois a message in itself that this is not where they want to put their money. 


“Mr. Kirby countered by saying that, although 16% students directly benefit 
-from transportation, many more students, in the range of 60%, are involved 

“with sports activities in spirit. He urged Pelham voters to emulate the 
police chief who just donated six hundred hours of compensatory time to the 
town, and consider this their contribution to "Pelham Pride”. 

Mrs. Donna Dizazzo, Kennedy Drive, made a motion to amend the money figure 

in this part of the division of the Article from $31,000 to $19,000. The 
motion was seconded. She explained that the user fees could be retained to 
raise the difference of $12,000. 


The motion to amend the second part of the division of 
Article 13 to $19,000 was seconded and approved by voice vote. 


A hand-count was requested, but upon visual inspection of hands, it was 
obvious to the petitioners that the vote was in the affirmative. 


“Moderator Currier explained that, if a vote were taken on this amended 
figure, the second question of Article 13 would go back to the original 
$31,000, and that the voters would still have a vote to adopt or to defeat. 


The amendment to the second part of the divided question 
to Article 13 was adopted by voice vote to raise $19,000.00. 


A motion was made to restrict reconsideration of both parts of Article 13; 
it was seconded and adopted by voice vote. 


Article 14: 


To see if the Pelham School District will vote to raise and appropriate the 
‘Sum of Forty-Three Thousand Seventeen Dollars ($43,017) to continue 
providing child benefit services to Pelham school children attending St. 
‘Patrick's School. 


| Mr. Lavallee interpreted the position of the Budget Committee to recommend 
‘the adoption of this Article by stating that historically the town has 
funded these service for St. Patrick every year. The only exception was in 
| the year when teachers’ contracts had to be funded despite a large cut in 
the budget voted by the town. 


Father Ed Richard, 12 Main Street, spoke in favor of the Article by ex 

| plaining that the funding of these basic services for a nurse, a lunch 
| program, and standard tests is less expensive than the actual education for 
these children if they were enrolled in public schools.

i) Article 14 was adopted by voice vote to raise $43,017.00. 

A motion to restrict reconsideration on Article 14 was seconded and adopt ed 
by voice vote. 
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The appropriation voted upon totalled $8,236,329, an increase of $570,461] 
or a $2.10 increase in the tax rate for the school side of the budget. 


Along with an $0.89 increase in the town side, the tax rate incveelal| 
approximately $3.00 per $1,000 valuation. : 


The Grand Total for the 1992 School District Budget is as follows:

With no other business to be discussed, Moderator Currier thanked the 
audience for their decorum and expressed his appreciation for the. 
participation of the high school students. He adjourned the annual School 
District meeting at approximately 11:00 p.m., March 18, 1992.

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TOWN OF PELHAM 
SPECIAL SCHOOL DISTRICT MEETING 


The Special School District Meeting was called to order at 7:38 p.m. by 
Moderator Philip R. Currier. Present were School Board Members: Mrs. 
Charlotte Telsey, Chairman, Dr. Donald Hill, Mr. Duane Fox, Mr. Richard 
Molloy, and Mr. Alfred Rotondi. 


The Budget Committee was represented by Mr. Frank Howard, Vice-Chainmman, 
and Mr. Robert Smith, Secretary. 


Also present were Superintendent Raymond J. Raudonis, Business 
Administrator, Mr. Gerald Boucher, and School District Legal Counsel Mr. 
Robert Leslie. 


Mr. Robert Bourgeois led everyone in the Pledge of Allegiance. 


Mr. Currier outlined the rules governing the meeting, voting procedures, 
and read Article I as follows: 


Article #1 - To see if the District will vote to approve the cost items 
included in the collective bargaining agreement reached between the Pelham 
School District and the Pelham Teachers’ Union which calls for the 
following increases in salary and benefits: 


YEAR COST 
1992-1993 $303,665. 
1993-1994 $278,499. 


And further to raise and appropriate the sum of $303,665. for the 1992-93 
fiscal year, such sum representing the additional costs attributable to the 
increase in salaries and benefits agreed to by The Pelham School Board and 
the Pelham Education Association. 


Mr. Howard indicated that the Budget Committee approved Article #1 by a 
majority vote: 


1. Mandates from Concord would probably mean step increases to the 
tune of $140,000. and 


7 9 BC/BS premium increases in the amount of $70,000. would take 
effect next year 


3. An amount of $13,500. to contribute to the BC/BS plan would be 
eliminated. 


Thus, 
I: Teachers’ pay scale has been made more equitable 


2. BC/BS plan has been changed to a Comprehensive Plan with a 
deductible for a premium savings of $78,000. 
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Mrs. Telsey also listed the four main objectives that the School Board had 
when they entered negotiations with the Pelham Education Association of 
August, 1991. They were: 


it To address the inequities in the teachers’ salary schedule 
2. Look into the rising costs of the BC/BS plan 


a. See that Binding Arbitration was not going to be part of the new 
contract 


4, Try to negotiate as long as possible without outside help to 
save legal expenses. 


Mr. Farris of Pinewood Dr. questioned the rational of a 2-year teacher 
contract and what would happen if the recession holds. If the recession 
holds and we are responsible for the 2nd year of this contract then the 
monies would have to come out of the operating budget thus cutting into 
sports, busing, or special programs. 


Mrs. Telsey addressed Mr. Farris’ concern by stating that "yes" we would be 
responsible for the 2nd year of this contract. Based on the NH Supreme 
Court (Sanborne Decision), school districts may enter into multi-year 
contracts as long as the voters are forewarned. Based on the delicate 
negotiations that have taken place, this vote 1s a vote for two years or we 
are back to the negotiating table. 


Mr. Greenhalgh asked that the two Budget Committee Members who voted 
against this warrant article please indicate the reasons why they did so. 


Mr. Smith (Budget Committee) responded that he voted "no" because he felt 
multi-year contracts "fly in the face" of another law that one town meeting 
cannot bind another (a contradiction in the law which should be resolved). 
Also, a 6.6% increase is much too high. 


Dr. Hill indicated that the School Committee tried to negotiate a l-year 
contract. However, because it would take a certain amount of money to make 
the teachers’ pay scale more equitable, it could not be done in one year as 
we needed too much money and the request for funds would just be too high. 


Mr. Currier announced that a request for secret ballot had been handed to 
him before the meeting. Voters were asked to cast their votes and after 
counting the ballots, the meeting would reconvene. Mr. Currier reminded 
the voters that the amount that they are voting on at this meeting is the 
sum of $303,665. for the 1992-93 fiscal year. 

After ballots were counted, M:. Currier announced that the vote was:

233 Votes Cast 


Article #1 was adopted. 
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Article #2 - To see if the District will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $43,846, such sum representing the additional cost items attribut- 
able to an increase in salaries and benefits for Pelham School District 
Support Staff and Administrators for the fiscal year 1992-93. 

Article #2 is recommended by the Budget Committee. 


Mr. Howard reminded the voters that non-union support staff (at tow 
meeting) received a 3.7% raise, the police department and the union support 
staff received approximately a 3% raise plus benefits. Now the teachers 
are getting a 6.6% raise this year. As the school support staff are the 
lowest paid employees in the town, he recommended voters approval for this 
article. 

Mr. Tsoukalas made a motion to restrict reconsideration on Article #1. 

A voice vote was cast in the affirmative. 

Article #1 is restricted. 

A voice vote was taken on Article #2 in the affinmtive. 


Article #2 was adopted. 


Mr. Currier thanked the Supervisors and all who helped with the secret 
ballot and adjourned the meeting at 9:40 p.m.

To the Citizens of Pelham: 


On behalf of my fellow board members, I'd like to express our appreciation 
for your supreme efforts in granting our financial requests at the March, 
1992 School District Meeting. Because of your support, I'm delighted to 
report that the school district has been able to embark on future planning 
at a very steady pace. 


Your school board, together with Superintendent Raymond Raudonis, has 
spent a considerable amount of time focusing our thoughts on the kind of 
schools we wish to have in Pelham. We have spent many meetings discussing 
and identifying 35 characteristics and attributes of truly great schools. 
We are now in the process of developing vision and mission statements and 
identifying ways to include and involve a broad constituency of the Pelham 
community in translating these ideas into an action agenda. 


We have also begun the process of restructuring our science program. 
Through a SERESC planning grant awarded by the National Science 
Foundation, our Science Curriculum Committee, Project Rise, has taken a 
hard look at the strengths and weaknesses that currently exist in our 
science curriculum. Our curriculum was build on "layers" of information, 
but now we are working toward a new philosophy of each child, each 
science, each year with a commitment to developing scientifically literate 
graduates. The Project Rise Camittee plans to make a concerted effort to 
consistently involve, in meaningful dialogue, the many facets of the 
Pelham community. 


We have also completed a plan which will not only bring the Pelham School 
District's utilization of technology up to present day levels, but will 
also look toward the technical needs of the 2lst century. On September 9, 
1992, your school board adopted the Pelham School District Technology 
Plan, a very ambitious project which will require a tremendous commitment 


to achieve. We regard technology as a vital component to the success of 
the learning process. Expanding our use of technology will give greater 
access to information, increase productivity, and enhance the school 
district's services to the community. A primary recommendation of the 


committee had been the addition of a Technical Director which we now have 
on a part time basis. We have a request in the warrant that, if accepted, 
will begin to lay the foundation on which to build this plan. I can not 
conclude discussion on future planning without expressing the board's 
Sincere appreciation to the dedicated core of concerned and involved 
teachers and administrators who worked tirelessly with their commttees to 
make Pelham schools the schools of choice in the 2lst century. 


A common thread found throughout our future plans is the strong desire to 
insure that the school district is an integral part of the Pelham 
community. All of our plans meaningfully involve the community in the 
decision-making processes. The administration and school board envision 
our schools as community schools continuously seeking quality improvement 
as we serve the educational, social and cultural needs of all Pelhan 
citizens. 
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This is an exciting year marked with many successes, a few of which I'd 
like to highlight. We have seen continued progress in our efforts to 
bring our special needs students back home to their district schools. It 
is with great pride that I report to you that all Pelham special needs 
youngsters from grade 1 through grade 8 are being educated with their 
friends and neighbors in Pelham schools. Only through the extraordinary 
efforts of Mrs. Sandra Plocharczyk, SAU #28 Director of Special Services, 
dedicated administrators, teachers, aides, volunteers, students and 
parents has this "inclusionary" model had such outstanding success. Due 
to the tireless efforts of the Quarterback Club, our sports program has a 
very welcome addition - football! This sport has brought new facets of 
our community together as we proudly witnessed the beginning of a new 
tradition. This venture has truly enhanced school spirit and Pelham pride 
and I publically thank Dr. Kokinos, Mrs. Rousseau, Coach Travierso, 
Members of the Quarterback Club, and the Pelham High School Football Team 
for "making things happen'’. We congratulate all of you on completing a 
very successful first season and we wish you the best of luck as you move 
to a varsity schedule, incluc.ng a Thanksgiving Day game with Tyngsboro, 
next fall. Our Pelham High School Community Service Program is well into 
its first year and Pelham High students are demonstrating and enjoying 
their civic responsibility as they begin to experience the inner pride of 
giving back to a community that has given so much to them. I cammend 
these young adults who have made this model program the first successful 
community service program in our state! 


As my year as chairperson comes to a close, I must applaud the dedication 
and extraordinary efforts of my fellow board members.

To The Citizens of Pelham: 


The challenge of preparing students for the twenty first century continues 
to occupy the programs and ideas that shape our schools. Discussion and 
debates have involved students, staff, cammnity, and elected officials and 
have focused on the kinds of schools we need to be to ensure that Pelham’s 
students will enter the next century confident that they have the skills 
and knowledge to be successful at both living and working. 


All schools continue to improve curriculum in both formal and informal 
ways. A priority initiative involves science and activities have included 
curriculum review, development of new frameworks for science instruction 
and participating in the creation of a major grant proposal. This grant 
proposal is being coordinated by S.E.R.E.S.C., our regional collaborative, 
and, if successful, would attract more than one million dollars to the 
region over the next three years to be used to improve instruction and the 
professional development of elementary teachers in science. 


We have completed a long-range plan for using technology as a tool to 
improve both teaching and learning. It is very difficult for many of us to 
envision the schools and workplaces of tomorrow and how they will be shaped 
by new and emerging technologies; let alone program our own VCR’s. 
Oftentimes when we say technology, the image is of a student seated at a 
computer terminal learning to or using word processing; using the computer 
to complete a task formally accomplished by the typewriter. That image of 
a utilitarian device doesn’t begin to address using the computer to access 
new and relevant information that can be used by students and teachers to 
answer questions and make decisions, nor does it address using a wide 
variety of electronic media to interact with students around the world or 
to join other high school students in studying Chinese or Arabic. Tech- 
nology is the tool that will access the world’s information, engage stu- 
dents actively, allow them to analyze data in order to make good decisions, 
and to create unique solutions to the problems that face our state, nation, 
and planet. Our long-range plan is the first tentative step toward acquir- 
ing the resources that will gradually realize the potential of this oppor- 
tunity. 


In concert with other planning initiatives that are going on, the Pelham 
School Board will be involving a broad cross-section of school and can- 
munity in the development of a district strategic plan to create the kinds 
of schools that this cammunity wants to have. This activity will be 
complementary to efforts that have already begun at Pelham High School 
through the leadership of the Pelham High School Council. That organiza- 
tion which includes parents, students, residents, school board, staff, and 
administrators could well be the prototype for all of our schools to use as 
we seek ways to continually improve the quality of what we do in each 
building; particularly teaching and learming. 


_ The Pelham School Board has examined the possibility of constructing an 
addition to either Sherburne or Memorial School in order to keep pace with 
growing enrollments. They have also given preliminary thought to Year- 
Round Education as both a solution to space problems as well as a 
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significant improvement to the educational program offered to our students 
and comminity. We are deliberately using conservative enrollment project- 
ions that reflect slow economic growth. If we are correct we will not have 
constructed new classrooms sooner than needed. Obviously if we have been 
too conservative we will be faced with building classrooms later than we 
should have and will encounter overcrowding. If the latter occurs, we 
shall have to move quickly and, hopefully, will enjoy the support and 
cooperation of the residents of this community. 


Three new organizations have came into existence recently. The first, 
"People for Education in Pelham", has actively engaged the cammmnity in 
learning more about their schools and the quality of education available to 
Pelham students. The second organization that is caming together is quite 
unique; a Parent-Teacher-Student Organization (PTSO) for Pelham High 
School. This group promises to engage students, parents, and teachers in 
varied ways to improve camminication, create greater understanding and 
provide support to our high school. Finally, the "Pelham Quarterback Club" 
was formed in the Spring of 1992 and, obviously, its most notable achieve- 
ment was to rally support, morally and financially, for an interscholastic 
football team for Pelham High. This team will be playing a full varsity 
schedule in 1993 at no expense to the school budget and the taxpayer. 

These three groups now join the rich tradition established by the other 
school-community groups that we are so fortunate to have. 


The Pelham School District continues to be a statewide model because of our 
special education inclusionary program. We continue to successfully meet 
the challenge of educating all students, regardless of handicap, within our 
local schools. Additionally, the Sherburne School Comprehensive Guidance 
Program attracts statewide attention to this unique program of teachers and 
students creating a positive school environment where diversity is respect- 
ed and people are valued. We have campleted training a large number of 
teachers to implement a drug and alcohol education program "Here’s Looking 
At You, 2000" and are continuing to seek other resources in this critical 
area. We are also working with a cammnity advisory cammittee at Memorial 
School to create a sound HIV/AIDS educational program. 


Other highlights for your consideration include the fact that we will 
retire the debt on Pelham High School at the end of school year 1992-93; 
always an auspicious event. Support for our 92-93 budget by citizens and 
residents of Pelham was such a significant demonstration of cammmnity 
support that the New England Association of School and Colleges immediately 
restored our full accreditation and removed our warning status. Certainly 
another auspicious event. Finally, the biggest highlight may well have 
been the numerous ways that people found to support our schools during the 
difficult 1992-93 year. Organizations paid users fees, students and 
parents paid athletic fees, residents donated materials and equipment, 
Timberlane-Laidlaw provided many trips at or below actual costs, and the 
number of school volunteers providing support and assistance enabled the 
Sherburne Volunteer program to gain statewide recognition. 


Even in difficult times there are hundreds of points of light including 


teachers and administrators who take no salary increases yet continue 
dedicated service, athletes who play their hearts out despite equipment 
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that needs replacing and students who excel academically despite fewer 
resources, residents who come forward to help in any way, Boosters’ Clubs 
and other parent organizations that support schools and kids twelve months 
a year, and a staff and administration at each building cammitted to 
continuous improvement. 


All in all, there is much to be proud about, much to be concerned about, 
and much to be thinking about. I am convinced that the activities of the 
recent past have formed a solid direction for the new future. All of you 
will be invited to become involved in making a new future for our schools. 
Answer that call and help your school board shape the schools that we will 
need to prepare today’s students to create tomorrow’s opportunities. 


I am indebted to the caring people of Pelham, to the many adults who serve 
school children daily in many ways, to principals and staffs committed to 


quality, to a diligent and committed SAU staff, and to a courageous and 
forward moving school board.

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DIRECTOR OF SPECIAL SERVICES REPORT 


In accordance with state and federal regulations, the Pelham School 
District identifies, evaluates and classifies all children from birth 

to age twenty-one who are suspected of having an educational 
disability. Special education services are determined and provided 
to all eligible students between the ages of three and twenty-one 
within the least restrictive environment, one that ensures that 
students with disabilities are educated with non-handicapped, or 
typical, peers to the maximum extent possible. During the 1991-92 
school year, the number of students benefiting from special education 
intervention(s) within our school district totaled 215. 


Services available to Pelham’s identified students are numerous and 
varied, and are developed in accordance with each child’s unique 
needs and abilities. During 1991-92, these services included: 
regular classrooms with specific student modifications, special 
education consultation, cooperatively taught classes, resource room 
placement, and out-of-district placement. The related services of 
physical therapy, occupational therapy, counseling, speech/language 
therapy, and vision services were also provided as specified in 
students’ Individualized Education Programs. The Pelham School 
District continues to promote the concept of inclusion for all 
students with disabilities. Three more students who were previously 
placed in alternative programs outside of the school district were 
brought back to their neighborhood schools, leaving only six in 
outside placements during 1991-92. 


Project applications for federal monies are written each June, 

endorsed by the School Board, and submitted to the Department of 
Education for approval and funding. Last year’s entitlement monies 
were allocated to the support of in-district programs in several 

areas. Preschool funds were combined with funding from three other 
local school] administrative units to create The Regional Preschool 
Improvement Project, approved by the New Hampshire Special Education 
Bureau and organized and managed by SERESC. The goal of this project 
was to provide technical assistance, training and support for 

families and staff in order to maximize inclusionary opportunities 

for preschool children with disabilities. SERESC also established 

the regional child find program with federal funds from six local 
districts; in November, SAU #28 hosted one of the six screening days 
which took place throughout the year for the purpose of determining 
the existence of educational disabilities for students between the 

ages of 0 and 5 years. Follow-up appointments with district 

preschool] professionals were made for those students requiring 

further testing in accordance with screening recommendations.

To facilitate the full participation of students aged 14 through 21 
with moderate and severe disabilities within our schools, the 
services of a vocational trainer were again contracted with P.L. 
94-142 entitlement funds. These monies also provided full time 
instructional assistants at Pelham High School and E.G. Sherburne 
School, and a part-time counselor at Pelham High School to support 
students with educational disabilities. Five tutors were hired with 
Chapter I funds to provide assistance to approximately one hundred 
students in grades two through eight in the areas of reading and 
mathematics. Participation in Chapter I programs is based on 
several selection criteria, including teacher referral, standardized 
test scores, and classroom performance. 


The concepts of inclusion, full participation, and least restrictive 
environment could not be realized without the considerable efforts of 
our dedicated staff and administrators, or the full support of all 
parents. The work that is accomplished -- both "behind the scenes" 
and at the building and classroom levels -- is extensive, and the 
entire community is to be commended for Pelham’s continued success.

Principal's Report 


The time has come again when we reflect upon the accomplishments of the 
past year and make recammendations to improve the educational opportunities 
for our students. 


As we prepare our students for the Twenty-First century, we realize that 
they will be part of a global community. They will be competing and living 
in a new world order. They will need to be life long learners, who are 
able to seek new educational opportunities throughout a lifetime. We 
continue to stress basic literacy: reading, writing, and arithmetic, but 
have also moved beyond to give our students a broader understanding of how 
everything is interconnected and interdependent. Teaching practices that 
we employ such as cooperative learning, cooperative teaching, heterogeneous 
grouping, and thematic units help to highlight these facts. 


During the past decade, it has become apparent that educating the whole 
person 1S necessary to enable our students to become responsible, 
contributing members of society. As a result, during this past year we 
have fully implemented our guidance program. At all levels the guidance 
counselor plans and instructs with the classroom teachers. The content 
areas are: Self-Understanding, Global and Social Understanding and Skills, 
Decision Making, Intellectual Development, and School-World Understanding. 
Lessons are designed to address the different developmental stages that 
students pass through during their school years. The attainment of the 
goals of counseling program are enhanced by parental involvement and the 
community support.

(BY PETITION) (BY BALLOT) (NOT RECOMMENDED BY THE PLANNING BOARD) 


ARTICLE 10 To amend Article III, Section 307-17:A of the 
Pelham Zoning Ordinance to allow certain commercial business on 
any state highway within 300 yards of the Town's border." 


Section 307-17:A 
CUSTOM OVERLAY DISTRICT 


The following uses shall be permitted upon lots with 
frontage on any State highway or road, within 300 yards of the 
Town's border, provided that the lot otherwise complies with the 
requirements of Article II, regardless of the underlying 
district: 

a. Professional offices for doctors, lawyers, 
dentists, engineers, architects, real estate brokers, insurance 
agents and accountants; 

b. Retail stores; 

c. BuSiness offices and banks. 
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(BY PETITION) (BY BALLOT) (NOT RECOMMENDED BY THE PLANNING BOARD) 


ARTICLE 11 To amend Section 307-9-IV-19b of the Pelham Zoning 
Ordinance to read as follows: 


b. Minimum setback of the sign shall be fifteen (15) feet 
from a right-of-way or property line, with a maximum sign height 
of forty (40) feet. Signs for businesses located on a State 
highway shall have no setback to the right-of-way but adhere to a 
fifteen (15) feet setback to the side property lines. (BY 
PETITION) (BY BALLOT) (RECOMMENDED BY THE PLANNING BOARD) 


ARTICLE 12 To add a new Section, 307-11-1 of the Pelham Zoning 
Ordinance to read as follows: 


RESTRICT SEXUALLY ORIENTED BUSINESSES 
SEXUALLY ORIENTED BUSINESSES 
PURPOSE AND INTENT 


It is the purpose of this Article to establish reasonable and 
uniform regulations to prevent the concentration of sexually 
Oriented businesses within the Town of Pelham; and, it is the 
intent to promote the health, safety and general welfare of the 
citizens of the Town of Pelham, and, it is the intent of this 
Article that the regulations be utilized to prevent problems of 
blight and deterioration which accompany and are brought about by 
the concentration of sexually oriented businesses; and, the 
provisions of this amendment have neither the purpose nor the 
effect of imposing limitation or restriction on the content of 
any communicative materials, including sexually oriented 
materials; and, it is not the intent nor the effect of this 
Article to restrict or deny access by adults to sexually oriented 
materials protected by the First Amendment, or to deny access by 
the distributors and exhibitors of sexually oriented 
entertainment to their intended markets; and, neither is it the 
intent nor effect of this article to condone or legitimize the 
distribution of obscene material. 


DEFINITIONS OF SEXUALLY ORIENTED BUSINESSES 


A sexually oriented business is any place of business at which 
any of the following activities is conducted; 


A. ADULT BOOKSTORE or ADULT VIDEO STORE - a business that 
devotes more than 15% of the total display, shelf, rack, table, 
Stand or floor area, utilized for the display and sale of the 
following; 


1. Books, magazines, periodicals, or other printed matter, 
Or photographs, films, motion pictures, video cassettes, 


slides, tapes, records, CD-rooms or other forms of 
visual or audio representations which meet the 
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definition of "harmful to minors" and/or "sexual 
conduct” as set forth in RSA 571-B:1l; or, 


2. Instruments, devises or paraphernalia which are 
designed for use in connection with "sexual conduct" 
as defined in RSA 571-B:1l, other than birth control 
devices. AN ADULT BOOKSTORE OR ADULT VIDEO STORE DOES 
NOT INCLUDE AN ESTABLISHMENT THAT SELLS BOOKS OR 
PERIODICAL AS AN INCIDENTAL OR ACCESSORY PART OF ITS 
PRINCIPAL STOCK AND TRADE AND DOES NOT DEVOTE MORE 
THAN 15% OF THE TOTAL FLOOR AREA OF THE ESTABLISHMENT 
TO THE SALE OF BOOKS AND PERIODICALS. 


B. ADULT MOTION PICTURE THEATER - An establishment with a 
capacity of five or more persons, where for any form of 
consideration, films, motion pictures, video cassettes, slides or 
Similar photographic reproductions are shown, and in which a 
Substantial portion of the total presentation time is devoted to 
the showing of material which meets the definition of "harmful to 
minors” and/or "Sexual conduct". as set forth in RSA 571-B:1, for, 
observation by patrons. For subsections C,D, E, F, and G, a 
"substantial portion of the total presentation time shall mean 
the presentation of films or shows described above for viewing on 
more than seven days within any 56 consecutive day period. 


C. ADULT MOTION PICTURE ARCADE = Any place to which the public 
is permitted or invited wherein coin or slug operated or 
electronically, electrically or mechanically controlled still or 
motion picture machines, projectors, or other image producing 
devices are maintained to show images to five or fewer persons 
per machine at any one time, in which a Substantial portion of 
the total presentation time of the images so displayed is devoted 
to the showing of material which means the definition of “harmful 
to minors" and/or "sexual conduct" as set forth in RSA 571-B:1l. 


D. ADULT DRIVE-IN THEATER - An open lot or part thereof, with 
appurtenant facilities, devoted primarily to the presentation of 
motion pictures, films, theatrical productions and other forms of 
visual productions, for any form of consideration to persons in 
motor vehicles or on outdoor seats, in which a substantial 
portion of the total presentation time being presented for 
observation by patrons is devoted to the showing of mate2rial 
which meets the definition of "harmful to minors" and/or "sexual 
conduct" as set forth in RSA 571-B:1l. 


E. ADULT CABARET - A nightclub, bar, restaurant, or similar 
establishment which during a substantial portion of the total 
presentation time features live performances which meet the 
definition of “harmful to minors" and/or "Sexual conduct" as set 
forth in RSA 571-B:l. and/or feature films, motion pictures, 
video cassettes, slides or other photographic reproductions, a 
substantial portion of the total presentation time of which is 
devoted to showing of material which meets the definition of 
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"harmful to minors" and/or "sexual conduct" as set forth in RSA 
571-B:l. 


F. ADULT MOTEL - A motel or Similar establishment offering 
public accommodations for any form of consideration which 
provides patrons with closed circuit television transmissions, 
films, motion pictures, video cassettes, slides or other 
photographic reproductions, a substantial portion of the total 
presentation time of which are distinguished or characterized by 
an emphasis upon the depiction or description of materials which 
meet the definition of "harmful to minors" and/or "sexual 
conduct" as set forth in RSA 571-B:1. 


G. ADULT THEATER - A theater, concert hall, auditorium or 
Similar establishment either indoor or outdoor in nature, which, 
for any form of consideration, regularly Features live 
performances, a substantial portion of the total presentation 
time of which are distinguished or characterized by an emphasis 
on activities which meet the definition or “harmful to minors" 
and/or "sexual conduct" as set forth in RSA 571-B:l. 


H. NUDE MODEL STUDIO - A place where a person who appears in a 
State of nudity or displays male genitals in a state of sexual 
arousal and/or the vulva or more intimate parts of the female 
genitals and is observed, sketched, drawn, painted, sculptured, 
photographed, or Similarly depicted by other persons who pay 
money or any form of consideration or such display is 
characterized by an emphasis on activities which meets the 
definition of “harmful to minors" and/or "Sexual conduct" as set 
Forth sWtRSh'571-Bsy 


I. SEXUAL ENCOUNTER CENTER - A business or commercial enterprise 
that as one of its primary business purposes, offers for any form 
of consideration: (A) physical contact in the form of wrestling 
Or tumbling between persons of the opposite S2x; or (B) 
activities between male and female persons and/or persons of the 
same sex when one or more persons is in the state of nudity; or 
where the activities in (A) or (B) is characterized by an 
emphasis on activities which meets the definition of "harmful to 
minors" and/or "sexual conduct" as set forth in RSA 571-B:l. 


ALLOWED LOCATIONS AND LOCATION RESTRICTIONS OF SEXUALLY ORIENTED 
BUSINESSES 


SEXUALLY ORIENTED BUSINESSES, as defined above shall be permitted 
only in Commercial-Industrial districts provided that all other 
regulations, requirements and restrictions for the zone in which 
the sexually oriented business is to be located are met; and, no 
sexually oriented business shall be permitted within 1000 feet of 
another existing sexually oriented business or one for which a 
building permit has been applied for; and, 
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no sexually oriented business shall be permitted within 750 feet 
of any residential, rural, garden apartment, manufactured housing 
Or recreational zone; and, 


no sexually oriented business shall be permitted within 750 feet 
of any church, place of worship, parish house, convent, public, 
parochial, or private school, kindergarten, State approved day 
Care center or public sports/recreation parks; and, no sexually 
Oriented business shall be permitted within 750 feet of the Town 
boundaries; and, 


no sexually oriented businesses shall be permitted within 1000 
feet of another existing sexually oriented business on the date 
of passage of this amendment; and, 


no sexually oriented business shall be permitted within a 
building, premise, structure or other facility that contains a 
sexually oriented business as defined in paragraphs A through I 
above. 


MEASURE OF DISTANCE 


The distance between any two sexually oriented business shall be 
measured in a Straight line, without regard to intervening 
structures, from the closest exterior structural wall or 
temporary or permanent physical divider between of each buSiness. 


ADDITIONAL REASONABLE REGULATIONS 


The Planning Board is empow2red hereunder to review and approve 
permit applications for sexually oriented businesses and impose 
reasonable restrictions for buffering, outdoor lighting, parking, 
adequate ingress and egress from the site off of and onto public 
roads, pedestrian movement, and to provide for appropriate 
landscaping and building esthetics in the "Site Plan Review 
Regulations of the Town of Pelham, New Hampshire," and to avoid 
site development layout which may result in negative 
environmental impacts. 


SEVERABILITY 
The invalidity of any section or provision of this Article shall 
not invalidate any other section of provision thereof. (BY 
BALLOT) (RECOMMENDED BY THE PLANNING BOARD)
